JAPAN. 

. i YOKOHAMA. 

The mail this morning brings dates to the 15th Jan., and we 
regret that another assasination case is reported, but the energetic 
steps taken by the Government contrast favourably with former 
cases. The victims were employed by the Mikado’s Government :— 

It appears that on the 13th Jan., at about half-past eight, Mr. 
C. H. Dallas and Capt. Ring were returning to their quarters at 
the Kaiseijo from a stroll, and when near the Niponbashi (the 
bridge whence all distances in Japan are measured) were attacked 
by one or two Japanese two-sworded assassins—as usual, from 
behind. Mr. Ring received a wound on the back of the head, 
and another cut from the shoulder to the hip, eighteen inches in 
length, and in some places three inches deep. 

ord was sent to the Kaiscijo of what had happened, and very 
many of the students came down to the hut where they lay, bring- 
ing with them native physicians, who, after examination of their 
wounds, pronounced them to be mortal. Dr. Wheeler, of the Eng- 
lish Legation, however, on his arrival, pronounced them not to be 
necessarily so, though of a dangerous nature. The wounds have 
been sewed up. . 

On the news of the attack the Government officials here imme- 
diately issued the following notification :-— 


; NOTIFICATION. 
“To the Editor of the Daily Japan Herald. - 


“Kanagawa, Kencno, Jan. 14, 1871. 

“Si1r,—We regret to have toinform you that a telegram has 
been received by this ee from Tokeio (Yedo) this morn- 
ing, communicating intelligence of an attack made at about 8.30 
p.m. yesterday by Japanese upun two foreigners, supposed to be 
British subjects, while passing through Nebacho. The foreigners, 
whose names are announced as Messrs. C. H. Dallas and Ring, 
and who are in the employ of the Japanese Government as 
teachers at the Nanko, are both severely, though not dangerously 
wounded. 

“The Japanese who made the attack escaped, and vigorous 
measures have been taken to secure their capture. For this pur 
pose all gateways and roads in and about Tokeio are closed and 
under the control of the military ; detectives are busily eagaged 
in searching for the criminals, who will undoubtedly be caught 
and promptly brought to justice. 

; “ Kanawawa Kaxono, Government Officer.” 

Just before going to press we have received a telegram from 
the English Legation at Yedo, stating that the wounded men are 
progressing favourably, and are anxious that no exaggerated ac- 
counts of their condition should be sent home by telegraph. 

Pigs are still in the ascendant, and the other day two thousand 
dollars were paid for a boar and a sow with a litter. Ever 
steamer from Shins is full of them, and itis rumoured that severa 
men, who have more “time” on their hands than anything else, 
have gone to San Francisco and Hong Kong to collect good animals, 
The Japanese, too, have ordered pigs from England to be sent out, 
through the Suez Canal. The reason given for all this is, that the 
native Government have issued an edict to the effect that all 
farmers must keepand breed pigs. As the native troops are being 
fed on beef now, possibly pork may be in the mind's eye of the 
purveyors. 

Sir Harry and Lady Parkes, with Mr. Consul Robertson and a 
Japanese officer of high rank,have gone in the lighthouse steamer 
Thabor to Rock Island, to inaugurate the opening of the now 
lighthouse there. 


TEN DAYS LATER VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 
The steamship Great Republic arrived at San Francisco Feb. 16, 
from China and Japan. She brings nine Japanese students for 
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San Francisco, seven for New York, and thirteen for Europe. 
Lord Howard de Walden, Mr. N. P. Kingdon, and Mr. Schoyer 
Were among the European bound passengers; for New York, P. 
Railee, W. H. Lefferts, John Middleton, W. C. Low, J. Podorias, 
R. B. Smith, Colgate Baker, and C. Deinhard. She also brings 
164 Chinese, and has 5,700 packages of tea to be shipped overland 
to Chicago, 1,140 packages for Boston, 1,000 packages of tea and

Ocean, has been nominated to fill the vacancy which occurred 
through the death of Commander Brooks, and has been appointed 
to the Ringdove, which vessel will probably shortly arrive there 
to relieve the Evk, whilst the latter, we learn, will proceed to 
Yokohama, to be senior officer’s ship at that port, Captain Woo- 
ton now being Senior Commander on the station. Commander 
Maguay has been appointed from home, and will leave by next 
snail. The North German barques Aldebaran and Condor had 
left for Hong Kong, having, it is said, received orders from home 
rather to risk capture than remain so long idle.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates are to the 18th Jan. The London mail (French) of the 
25th Nov. arrived out on the 13th Jan., with telegrams to the 
17th Dec. 

The following summary is from the North China Herald :—The 
new iron bridge ordered by the Council for the Hongkew Creek 
has arrived by the Albuera; so that it will bea race which of the 
two structures—this, or the bridge over Soochow Creek —will be 
first completed. We hear the Council have gained a considerable 

ull in one respect. They only paid £1 10s. freight, whereas the 
Bridge Company paid £2 5s. Is anything being done towards 
buying out, or in any way getting rid of the monopoly ? 

The Cycle says the new acting Taoutai of Ningpo is named 
Fang-Ting-Jui. He arrived on Dec. 22 from Wéachow in 
the Chinese gunboat Mei-yun, and took over the seals of office 
the same day. He was received bythe Prefect at Chinhai, 
where he was instructed to inspect the sea wall, and at the 
village of Meihsu, half way between Chinhai and Ningpo, by 
the magistrate. A gentleman had courteously placed two rooms 
at the new comer’s service, and here he was received by the vari- 
ous Chinese officials under salutes from the steamer and the 
Taoutai’s fleet of war junks. He behaved, it is said, with great 
hauteur, and let drop a few significant hints which have caused 
the employes of the native Customs to tremble in their shoes. 
He is a good-looking man, of some forty years old—a native of 
Icheng-hsien on the Yangtzu, and has taken the degree of Chu- 
jen. It is not considered likely that he will remain in charge any 

ength of time, but that the vacancy will be filled by some one 
from Peking. i 
ws A rumour was started here lately that a great fire had occurred 
in Hankow, by which the 8.S.N. Godowns and 2,700 bales of cot- 
ton had been burned. Subsequent steamers, however, bring no 
confirmation of the rumour, which may therefore be put down as 
a bunder—possibly as a ruse to help the cotton market. There 
has been little business done in Hankow during the last fortnight. 
Holders of imports are anxious to clear off their stocks before the 
new year ; but dealers are unwilling to buy at declining rates. 
Three chops of tea have been settled during the fortnight, at 
prices slightly over previous quotations. The total shipments 

ave now reached 495,549 chests, against 497,583 chests last year, 
The river is getting very shallow, and it seems likely that two 
sets of steamers will soon have to run again, as they did last 
year. The Kiangloong reports only eight feet at Olyphant’s island. 
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The Shanghai Courier says:—In these days of smart steamer! 
and fast-sailing clippers, a vessel that makes a twelve months 
passage is quite a curiosity, which Shanghai now possesses in the 
ship Andromeda, which arrived on Jan. 5, having left Liverpool 
on the 9th December, 1869. 

We mentioned a few weeks ago that the 8. 8. N. Company had 
presented to Capt. Steele, of the Manchu, a handsome service of 
plate, in recognition of the promptitude and energy he displayed 
in taking measures to aid in defending the foreign scitheean 
after the massacre of Tientsin. Weare glad now to learn that 
the thanks of the British Government have been formally com- 
municated to him, at the instance of Admiral Kellett, thro 
the Foreign-office at Washington. It fell to Captain Steele's 
to take an active part in defensive measures not only at Tientsin 
but at Chefoo, where he also stayed twenty-four hours during a 
period of excitement ; and the foreign communities of both ports 
will be glad to learn that his services have been fitly i 

An official enquiry was held at the British Consulate, before 
H.M. Acting Chief Ju H. B. M.'s Consul, and Mr. Boyce, into 
the circumstances attending the late disastrous fire, by w en the 
Government offices were destroyed. Nothing transpired as to the 
origin of the catastrophe ; on the contrary the evidence went to 
show that the compradore had not omitted his everyday practice 
of visiting the rooms after office hours, that the office coolie had 
carefully raked out all traces of fire from the grates before retir- 
ing for the might. and that the watchman had twice gone the 
rounds. The verdict of the Court has not been made public.

FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Jan. 23.

its have been left uatouched, and one can hardly doubt, who 

anything of Chinese character, but that the impunity with 
which they have got out of this. difficulty will embolden them in 
aity future emergency. The public at home will no doubt be im- 
posed upon by the fact that so many have been executed, and so 
rauch money paid by the Chinese Government as indemnity. Such 
@ proceeding in any civilised country would show that the Govern- 
ment wished to free itself from complicity in such a horrible 
transaction ; not eo in China, however. Life is cheap in this land, 
and any number of individuals may be procured, who, for a 
proper equivalent, are prepared to relieve the country of the diffi- 
culty into which this massacre has brought certain persons in au- 
thority. There can be no doubt that should the present poliey of 
Western nations be continued, the Tientsin tragedy will not be 
long before it is re-enncted—perhaps on a wider and more horri- 
ble scale—in other places in this Empire. 

A week or two ago the town of Amoy was thrown into the 
greatest excitement, in consequence of the determination to levy 
@ new salt tax. The manner in which the tax would be levied 
was most iniquitous. The people as one man determined 
to resist. Consequently every shop in the town was shut. 
4M public business was fat a standstill, and the people just 
waited till the mandarins gave in. The four highest mandarins 
paraded the streets with their runners and ordered the people to 
a their shops ; of course for the moment the shutters were taken 

lown, but no sooner had they gone a few yards ahead than every 
place was again closed. This continued for three days, the people 
all the time getting more excited ; on the thitd day the sinicasilad 
to the salt department, and tore down the building and plundered 
everything within ; even the mandarin’s red umbrella was carried 
off by some audacious fellow and sold. The mandarins, seeing 
how serious matters were becoming, immediately issued a procla- 
mation that the tax would not beinsisted upon. This was carried 
by the runners into every part of the city signed by the four chief 
magistrates. Like magic every shop was opened and every shutter 
flew down as the runners proclaimed the victory of the people. 
Would that some other of the taxes that are grinding the people 
down to the very dust could be got rid of in the same way. — 


HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to Jan. 25. The London mail of Dec. 3 arrived 
out on Jan. 14 with telegrams to Jan. 6. 

The following is from the China Mai of Jan. 25:— 

The gaming house licenses of this Colony were put up to public 
auction at the Government Offices on the 12th and sold to the 
highest bidder. The bidding was pretty brisk, and the privilege 
was purchased by Ho Ah Sik, of the Hinam Hong, for the sum of 
$15,800 per month. This rate is $2,500 per month above that of 
last year, or $30,000 of a yearly increase, so that the revenue 
now accruing from gambling in the Colony of Hong Kong amounts 
to no less than $189,600 a-year. At this rate, the Special Fund 
will soon become an eligible little “ pile.” 

A petition for beeper to the Home Government has been 
got up by the Chinese community, and is now in circulation 
amongst them for signature, praying that licensed gambling may 
be abolished from the colony. 

It is satisfactory to note that the Chinese have at last become 
sensible of the baneful effects of the licensed system. No less a 
gum than $232,080, is, or rather has been, annually drawn from 
their pockets ; and in order to make up that amount let the mat- 
ter be specified thus :—

with the increased license fee offered by the new monopoly, the 
sum total will be advanced in proportion. As these enormous 
sums of money, while gains to some, represent a terrible argreyate 
of ruin to others, we wish that success may crown the efforts of 
the petitioners, 

The half-yearly meeting of the Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao 
Steamboat Company was held on Jan. 16, Viscount Do Cercal in 
the chair. The accounts show the working of the steamers for 
the last six months of 1870. After paying all commissions, run- 
ning expenses, salaries, premia of insurance, and outgoings of cvery 
description to Dec. 31, adding interest on current account and de- 
posit notes, and including $2,704.21 brought forward from last state- 
ment, the accounts show a profit of $112,712.98 Tho directors 
recommended the following distribution of this amount :—to place 
$63,000 to the credit of depreciation and reserve fund ; to declare a 
dividend on the paid up capital at the rate of 16 per cent. per 
annum, viz $45,000 ; to devote 32,500 to their own remuneration, 
and carry forward $2,212.98 to new account, 

The report also stated that the directors had for a long time 
desired to dispose of one of the company’s spare boats, as it ap- 
peared evident that the traffic on the river did not warrant the 
use of more than three steamers, and it was advisable to avoid 
the expense of keeping a vessel laid up that was not likely to be 
used. They availed, therefore, of ‘an opportunity to sell the Fire 
Dart to a purchaser in Manila for the sum of $60,000 less ex- 
penses. One of the conditions of the sale was that the vessel 
should be precluded from ever running on the Canton waters, in 
opposition to the company’s steamers. The net sum of $57,000 
has been placed on special deposit, and the Board recommend 
that the difference between the Fire Dart’s value in the bouks 
and the actual sale, say $18,000, be written off the reserve eer 
making the actual amount on deposit in the Hong Kong an 
Shanghai Banking Corporation $175,000, bearing interest at the 
rate of six per cent. perannum. The three running steamers are 
covered against all risks for $140,000, and the value insured 
against fire alone has been reduced by the sale of the Lire Dart 
to $180,000. 

The report was adopted, and Mr. Sage was elected to the seat. 
in the direction vacated by the decease of Mr. Endicott. 

The thirty-second annual meeting of the Medical Missionary 
Society in China was held in Canton on the 12th Jan, D. B. 
Robertson, Esq., in the chair. Messrs. Buckley, Nye, and Simp- 
son were elected as a committee to examine the treasurer’s re- 
port, which had not been audited. The report of the hospital 
and dispensaries was adopted, and Dr. College was elected Presi- 
dent, and Dr. Kerr Secretary, for the ensuing year. 

There is a probability of Stone Cutter’s Island being selected 
for the reception and treatment of small-pox patients. Orders, 
we are informed, have been given for the accommodation of at 
least fifty patients, and as the arrangements necessary may easily 
be effected, the inhabitants of the western parts of the ciiv, and 
indeed the Colony generally, may expect to be soon relicved of 
their cause of complaint in this respect. We believe th.:: it is to 
his Excellency the Lieut.-Governor the Colony will owe the re- 
moval of a dangerous nuisance, which could have spruny up only 
through insolent official disregard of ordinary sanitary precaution 
through indifference to what is due for the proper preservation of 
the public health, and from a selfish motive of personal con- 
venience. 

While upon this subject—which has reference to the \edical 
Department of the Government of this colony—we may mention, 
and we do so with much satisfaction, that Dr. Dods is to be the 
Acting Colonial Surgeon during the absence on leave of lr.

ef the foreign element in China would be a direct addition to the 
owers of the Government. The jealousy existing between thefcapi- 
tal and the provinces has a great deal to do with the reluctance 
of the Central Government to grant facilites for foreign trade. It 
is a traditional policy among the Chinese not to allow their own 
trading classes at any given city to become too powerful and 
wealthy, and it will be readily conceived that foreigners and 
foreign trade are looked upon with even greater jealousy ; and 
this fear of the uprising of an influence in the country, which it 
might be difficult to control, is one of the chief reasons of their 
obstinate refusal to carry out the existing stipulations of the 


treaty and to grant the facilities necessary for the development of 
foreign trade.’

The Siam Advertiser publishes a rumour, which, however, it does 
not credit, that a Kling man, purporting to come direct from the 
Praya Rat Raung Muang’s, stated, that at the Deputy Mayor's, 
word was brought that the steamer Chow Phya blew up at the Ko 
Bich’ang islands, and that about twenty-five people perished in 
e@onsequence. 

A partial eclipse of the moon was visible in Bangkok, Jan. 7 
at 2.28 a.m. 

His Majesty the Supreme King of Siam on Jan. 9 visited the 
steam yacht Regent, and the gun-boat Siam Supporter. The yards 
were manned, and the sound of the bugles and drums of the 
steamers announced the ascent and descent of his Majesty. 

Bangkok is to have a town clock. His Excellency the present 
Minister of War ordered many years ago a large clock and its ac- 
companying fixtures. It is now proposed to erect a tower, which 
is to have a winding-stair, and at its summit the clock. A large 
Bell will toll the hours of the day and night, and qill give an 
alarm and indicate the time and the direction of fires. From the 
top of the tower will be a magnificent view of the city.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the lst Feb. On the 20th Jan. the Ellora ar- 
yived with the London mail of the 16th Dec., and on the 24th 
the Hooghly came in with the French mail and London letters to 
the 23rd Dec. 

His Excellency the Governor, who has been spending some six 
weeks in Penang and Malacca, returned here on the 24th in the 
Peiho. We believe he made one or two visits to native chiefs 
during that time, but nothing worthy recording occurred. His 
Excellency is to go home on leave of absence in March next, and 
considerable speculation has been indulged in as to who will fill 
his place, and the probable official changes that will result. 

The Straits Times was informed that all this has been settled 
by the appointment of Mr. Arthur N. Birch, of the Colonial-office, 
to the office of Lieutenant-Governor of Penang, and that Colonel 
Anson will come to Singapore as Acting Governor, and adds :— 
As might be expected, the system adopted by the Colonial-office 
of sending out men from home to fit all the positions worth 
having, ignoring the claims of local office-holders to promotion, 
does not give entire satisfaction either to those in the service or 
eut of it ; for it cannot be expected that men unacquainted with 
the language or customs of the place will be able to deal as effec- 
sively in governing the natives as those possessing the requisite 
local experience. 

During the fortnight the reports of the Colonial Engineer on 
the roads in Province Wellesley and the Singapore Waterworks 
nave been published. These papers were laid before the Legisla- 
‘tive Council in November last, but have only recently been 
printed. That on the Waterworks has evoked some discussion 
from the Penang press, who demur very strongly against the 
expenditure necessary to carry out the work, $149,000, on 
the somewhat novel ground that Penang will have to pay 
for it if undertaken. Our readers at home will probably 
bb nearly as much surprised as ourselves at this asser- 
tion, but from the pertinacity with which it has been repeated 

there is reason to fear the people of Penang really believe that 
they are affording Singapore all it gets in the way of public 
works, while in point of fact Singapore is charged with the whole 
of the military contribution, the salaries and establishments of 
the Governor, Colonial Secretary, Auditor-General, and all the 
Keads of Departments, and the entire maintenance of the colonial 
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steamers, in ‘all amounting ‘to some ‘$400,000 or more.; and were 
these items to be apportioned to the other settlements, Singapore 
alone would have a surplus, and a very handsome one, to show. 


His Majesty the King of Italy has conferred the decoration of 
Commander of the Crown of Italy on his Highness the Maharajah 
of Johore ; the diploma and insignia arrived here by the last mail 
from Europe, and the Italian frigate Principessa Clotilde, Com- 
mandante Racchia, proceeded to Johore, where the Commandante 
performed the ceremony of investiture. The Italian and several 
other foreign Consuls and a number of residents of Singapore were 
present. At the conclusion of the ceremony the company sat 
down to a generous repast provided by his Highness, after which 
they returned to Singapore. Whether the honour that has been 
conferred upon the Maharajah has any political significance or not 
we are not aware ; but from the tone of the speeches made on the 
occasion by Commandante Racchia and his Highness, we surmise 
that it is the prelude to the opening up of commercial intercourse 
with Johore, and that his Majesty has for his object the establish- 
ment of an Eastern trade. 

His Majesty the First King of Siam intends paying a visit to 
Singapore, previous to the departure for home of his Excellency 
the Governor, and will go hence to Batavia on a visit to the 
Governor-General of Netherlands India. He will come in one of 
his own war steamers, attended by a numerous fleet, and will 
leave Bangkok about the 19th prox., calling at several tributary 
States on his way, and intends arriving here on the 15th idem. 
The visit, we presume, is partly in return for that paid by his 
Excellency the Governor to Siam on the occasion of the total 
eclipse of the sun, and shows the friendship entertained by the 
King towards Her Majesty's Government. 

The arrivals from home via the Suez Canal have been the 
Sharpshooter, from Liverpool on the 20th, H.MS. Juno, from 
Plymouth on the 22nd, the Ajar on the 23rd, and the Don on the 
28th, both from Liverpool. 

A somewhat novel point, as to whether Fort Canning is or is 
not a public throughfare, had been discuased before Mr. C. Owen, 
Senior Magistrate. An action for making use of abusive lan 
by one artilleryman’s wife towards another was called on for hear- 
ing, but before going into the merits of the case, his worship con- 
sulted with his brother magistrate, and informed the prosecutrix 
and accused that he was of upinion (as well as his brother magi 
trate) that he had no jurisdiction to try the case, as Fort Canning 
was not a public, but a private thoroughfare, and that the public 
were only admitted there on sufferance ; and if the pay sae 
officer pleased, he could at any time shut the gates of the fort an 
pull up the drawbridges, and thereby prevent the public from 
entering. Therefvre this case ought ts be tried before the com- 
manding officer and not before a civil tribunal. However, his 
worship told the prosecutrix that he would adjourn the case fora 
week, to give the question due consideration, but he believed that 
at the end of that time his opinion would not be changed. 

We learn from the Straits Times that the vessel Sophia Rick- 
mers, which sailed from this port last month, has been seized by 
a French cruiser in Banka Straits. The ia Rickmers was & 
German vessel until very lately, but before leaving this she was 
transferred to the British flag. We learn that the sale and transfer 
were bona fide—at all events, there is no doubt the vessel is now 
registered as a British ship, and we shall watch with some in- 
terest the decision of the Prize Court at Saigon, to which she was 
sent. The master and chief officer were kept on board the ves- 
sel, and twelve of the crew were taken on board the Volta. ‘These 
men being shipped under British articles, the German Consul de» 
clined to interfere, and they were still detained on board the Volta 
as prisoners of war. 

n his recent report on the roads in Province Wellesley the 
Colonial Engineer estimates that the population must now num- 
ber some 90,000 to 100,000, and villages have grown up necessi- 
tating the making of new roads to facilitate the traffic between 
them and Penang, for upon the fruit and vegetable gardens in 
the interior of the province the people of Penang are dependent 
for their daily supply ; and, further, the opening up of new 
roads would materially enhance the value of the land. 

We learn with regret that Herr Drescher, the conductor of the 
volunteer band, has been compelled to leave for Calcutta, ill 
health obliging him to sojourn for a time in a dryer climate. The 
improvement made by the band during the short time that it has 
been under professional instruction has been generally remarked. 

With regard to the question of coolie immigration into Penang 
from Madras, the Gazette has the following :— P 

“A deputation of employers of coolie labour waited on his 
Excellency the Governor on the 29th Jan., to ascertain what had 
been done with regard to the immigration question. Sir Harry 
Ord received the deputation very courteously, and said the Madras 
Government had expressed itself willing to accede to the emi 
tion of coolies hither either from the port of Negapatam or M 
ifrequired, but the provisions of the Indian Emigration Act must be 
strictly adheredto. His Excellency suggested that an officer should 
be appointed at the Indian port fixed on as an emigration port to 
visit all ships leaving for here with coolies, and see that every= 
tning was right, and that a similar officer should be appointed in 
the Btraits to act as a protector of immigrants, and see that the 
coolies fully Gndontosd: their ents as to the work they had 
to do, wages to receive, &c., &c. His Excellency thought the 
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Deputy Commissioner of Police would be a fitting person for the

His house is to contain thirty doors, and when it is completed, 
his people who are now farming will come down to Sibu, having 
first gathered in their harvest. 

The Hon. W. H. Seward will return from Java by the steamer 
from Batavia, and will become the guest of his Excellency the 
Governor during his stay here. Mr. Seward goes on by the P. and 
O. mail steamer to Madras.

No. 3 Tsatlee, 294.; Red Pea- 
cocks, 25s. Gd.” Considering the large stock of nearly 32,000 bales of 
Silk in the London warehouses at the time the lust mail left, which is 
being daily augmented by arrivals from the Continent, of both Asiatic 
and European doscriptions, with little or no prospect of the War being 
at an end, wo ure rather surprised to find ourselves obliged to report @ 
settlement of 1,500 bales for the fortnight, more e4pecially as the prices 
paid are anything but reasonable, and the quality of the Silk very in- 
terior. The anxiety on the part of the Chinamen to sell became daily 
more and more apparent, and had buyers been # little more patient we 
must certainly have seen lower prices ; as it is, Most of the needy men 
have gold, and prices remain the same as last quted, except for the best 
No. 4 Tsatlee, varying {a price from Tis. 530 to 545, which may be 
quoted Tis. 10 to 15 lower. For America about 200 bales have been 
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bouyht, mostly re-reeled Hainin and Tsatlec, at Tls. 560 to 600, and a 
sma'l parcel of No. 1 Kahing Taysuam, at Tls. 530 to 535. About 300 
bales, included in the settlements, were bought for last mail, but after 
our statistics were made up. The following are a few of the purchases ;

Se Anraony Contncuam Sreniine, K.C.B., died on the 1st inst., 
@ed sixty-six. He entered the army in 1826, and served in the 
Eastern campaign of 1854.55, and was present at the battles of Alma, 
Balaklava, Inkermann, and the siege and fall of Sebastopol. In 1858 he 
Recompanied Sir Colin Campbell as his military secretary to India, 
and was with him throughout his active services in the suppression of 
the Indian mutiny. He was made a Companion of the Order of the 
Bath for his services in the Crimea, and in 1860 a Knight Commander 
ef that distinguished Order. 


Mr. Leo Scausrer, one of the oldest and most successful German 
merchants in this country, died on the 27th ult. He was head of the 
firm of Leo Schuster, Brothers, and Co., of Manchester, Bradford, 
and Liverpool, which he founded about fifty or sixty years ago, and 
also of the firm of Schuster, Son, and Co., established in London in 
1855. He had entered his eightieth year, but maintained to the last 
Kis business habits and activity of mind. Mr. Schuster was one of the 
directors of the Union Bank of London. 


Brroaprer Sir CaaRres Suaw died lagt week. He wasa Knight. 
Commander of tne Tower and Sword of Portugal, and Knight Com- 
mander of San Fernando of Spain. He was born in 1795, served in 
the 52nd and 90th Foot in Portugal and Spain, and was present at 
Waterloo. He was chief Commissioner of Police at Bolton and Man- 
chester from 1839 to 1842. 


Tae How. Epmonp Luxe Pionxert died on the 21st ult. He was 
the third son of Arthur James, ninth Earl of Fingall, and brother of 
the present Peer. He was born November 17, 1828, and was unmar- 
ried. The hon. gentlemen had for some time filled a clerkship in the 
Trearury. 

Sr Batpwin Leicuton, who has occupied no inconsiderable pro- 
minence in Shropshire for some years past, died on the 26th ult. He 
was ason of the sixth baronet, by a daughter of Lord Stanley of Al- 
derley, and was born at Sunderland in 1805.

The new royal naval dock at Malta, the widest and deepest in the 
world, was opened with a grand ceremony on the 16th ult. by Vice 
Admiral Sir Hastings R. Yelverton, the Commander in Chief, in pre- 
sence of the Governor, Sir Patrick Grant, Rear Admiral A. Cooper 
Key, Major General Sir A. Horsford, all the civil, naval, and military 
authorities, and the principal residents of the island. The Bishop of 
Gibraltar pronounced a benediction, and the last stone was laia in ita 
place under the finishing touch of the Hon. Miss Barbara Yelverton. 
The dock is named the ‘Somerset Dock,” and was no sooner declared 
open by the Commander in chief than Her Majesty's ship Caledonia 
entered it, and thus closed the ceremony.

DESTRUCTION OF CONSULAR BUILDINGS AT SHANGHAL 

)March 2nd.) Colonel Syxes asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether accounts had been received of the destruction 
of the Consular Buildings and part of the Records at Shanghai ; whether 
the fire insurance policy had been allowed to run out; and, what 
would be the pecuniary loss to the Britigh territory in consequence. 

Lord ENFIELD (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) : Reports have 
been received both from Her Majesty’s Consul at Shanghai and 
from the Acting Judge of the Supreme Court, announcing the total 
destruction, on the 24th Deccmber, by fire, of the Consulate, a part of 
which was algo used for the purposes of the Supreme Court. The fire 
is believed to have been purely accidental, and to have resulted from 
too close proximity of the beams of the flooring to a fireplace. The 
building was one of the earliest inthe settlement. Owingto the rapidity 
with which the fire spread, only a few of the more important Consular 
records, such as registers of births, marriages, and deaths, Board of 
Trade accounts, ships’ registers, and other records connected with 
shipping could be saved. The title-deeds and registers connected 
with the tenure of property in the settlement were also saved. A 
Jarge portion of the records of the Court, a considerable part of the 
library, and all the records of causes heard since 1865 were saved. 
The iron safe belonging to the Court, and containing wills and other 
valuable documente, was cxtracted from the ruins, and its contents, 
though damaged, are Icgible. Most of the furniture of the Consulate 
and Court and the rest of the books and archives were destroyed. The 
latter were not of any real importance. Little damage was done to 
any of the new buildings in course of construction. Arrangements 
have been made for carrying on the work of the Consulate and the 
Supreme Court. The policy of insurance on the buildings expired on 
the 15th of December, in consequence of instructions issued at the 
request of the Treasury, who decided in the beginning of last year te 
discontinue the insurance of Government property in China and 
Japan. No estimate of the pecuniary loss incurred has been received 
at the Foreign-office.

SILK REPORT BY MR. ADAMS. 

~ Another valuable contribution to our information on silk cul- 
ture in Japan has appeared in the report of Mr. Adams's visit to 
various silk districts in June and July last, just issued in the 

form of a Blue book. Asa natural result of the interest which ! 
the Japanese Government had evinced in silk cultivation, it was 
considered desirable that a Japanese gentleman should be asso- 
ciated with Mr. Adams in his present tour, and Matumé Souruku, 
son-in-law of the Minister Daté, was invited to join him, and 
formed one of his party. The travellers left Yedo on the 6th of 
Jure, their first point being Shimonita, a village well known in 
the Yckchama silk market, at least by name, though it does not 
seem to have been ever visited by foreigners before Mr. Adams. 
Here, along the banks of the river, on the sides of the hills, 
and, indeed, in ev available spot, Mr. Adams found mul- 
berry plautations, and visited the house of one Johigami San- 
yemen, in whose family silk culture had been practised for a 

undred years. There was every appearance of health about 
the people, and of cleanliness about the rooms appropriated to 
the silkworms. and it was evident that silk culture was the one 
important business of the whole locality. Mr. Adams pushed

forward to Matsumoto with the view of gaining information coms: 
cerning the “ bombyx yamamai,” or oak silkworm, which is reared 
in the open air there. Matsumoto isa castle town of over 3,000 

houses. In this neighbourhood are sixteen villages, the inhabi- 

tants of which form an association called the “ Matsukawa Gumi” 

and are entirely engaged in the culture of the “ yamamai,” which, 
since its introduction, forty years ago, has increased so consider- 

ably that the number of cocoons now sold by the association alone 

is not less than twenty millions. The price is estimated at about. 
4 riyos (nearly 4 dollars) per 1,000. The best sort of silk is sald 

at about 840 riyos a picul ; the inferior sorts at about 530 riyos 

apicul. Mr. Adams’s tour included Nee-e-gataand Echigo. Up 

to the present time the Echigo silk has not been quoted separately 

on the Yokohama market ; it has been mostly bought by natives 

and used for home consumption. There is, biwaver, an evident 

desire on the part of the principal merchants of Tochiwo to maise. 
a name for Echigo silk, and thirteen of them have formed them- 

selves into a company for this purpose. ; 


It is gratifying to observe that Mr. Adams’s suggestions with. 
regard to the introduction of European machinery to improve the, 
reeling of Japanese silk have begun to bear fruit. The first fila- 
ture that has been ordered is intended to be set up at Mayebashi ; 
and a company, patronised by the Government, is about to intro- 
duce the new system of reeling at Tomioka, under the superintend- 
ence of a skilled European. The result of his recent trip seems: 
to confirm Mr. Adams’s impression that, in a few years, by the 
gradual introduction of European machinery and improved mea- 
sures to check the ravages of the uji the trade both in silk and 
eggs will show a marked increase. The present narrative teems 
with information of the most interesting and practical kind, amd. 
is greatly assisted by mapsand coloured illustrations. 








THE JAPANESE MISSION. 
(NEW YORK HERALD.) 


The arrival of a fall fledged Japanese Minister at San Franeisce, 
accredited to Washington, accompanied by his suite and secretaries, 
and holding in his own person the rank of a prince of the Imperial 
Family of Japan, being indeed uncle to the Mikado himself, isan event 
of great importance. It is the first mission of the kind that Japan 
bas cent forth since days now far back in ancient history. She has not 
had a Minister, Minister Resident, Consul or commercial agent any- 
where among the nations of the world for many long years, and we 
have not yet heard of any similar embassies being forwarded at this 
time to any other nation than ours. In view of our increasing commerce 
with Japan and her great twin nation of the Far East, China, this une 
usual expression of regard for our institutions must be considered in 
a very complimentary light indeed ; and in view of our rivalry with 
England for the commerce of these two bound giants of the Orient, 
we have a right to credit ourselves with having the inside track. In- 
deed, this mission may be considered more complimentary to us them 
the appointment of Mr. Burlingame as head of the Chinese Embassy 
which was so recently roaming abowt Europe making treaties ; for while 
that was rather a personal compliment to one of our citizens, this is a 
general compliment to the whole nation ag the first and youngest 
Power of the globe from one of the oldest. 


We think we can trace the graceful trail of our own Seward in the 
establishment of a Japanese Embassy in this country just as we tuaced 
it in the Burlingame Chinese Embassy. That able statesman has been 
cultivating the Orient very industriously for many years, and we are 
beginning to reap his harvest. He was very recently admitted to the 
sacred preagnce of the veiled Mikado himself, and it would net greatly 
surprise us if be were offered some immense dignity in the aseviee of 
that wise young man. 


NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


—o— 


Her Majesty's ship Megeera has just been commissioned at Sheer- 
ness to take out crews for the Blanche and Rosario at Sydney. ‘The 
transport, we are assured, is equal to carrying only 220 men and 14 
officers for a short passage, but 33 officers and 350 men have em- 
barked in her, and several hundred tons of stores have been shipped 
for Ascension, Cape of Good Hope, and Sydney, the vessel being so 
overloaded that the officers’ mess gear is half on the deck through 
want of space to stow it away. But the most startling feature remaing 
to be revealed. An officer on board the Mageera communicates from 
Queenstown the astonishing fact that the vessel is absolutely unsea- 
worthy ; that she ‘leaks from the bow to thestern ;” that upwards of fifty 
tons of water were found in the bilges on the first watch after leaving 
Plymouth, the men’s mess deck being from fifteen to eighteen inches 
deep in water, with their bags floating about; and that the men oa 
board the Megsera had been up twice on the quarter-deck about the 
ship leaking, and were about to enter a third protest, this time against 
the vessel rounding the Cape in the middle of winter. Under these 
alarming conditions it is hardly surprising to hear that all on board 
the Megeera “‘ shudder at the prospect of sharing the fate of the be 3 
tain.” But the Megsera must not sail; her living freight can 
turned over to a seaworthy vessel ; and the public must know whether 
the protests made on behalf of these 400 British sailors are ground- 
lees, or whether, as our informant assures us, the ship owes its reported 
condition to that economy which has reduced many of Her Majesty's 
ships to a state of inefficiency, if not useleasncss.

Tales of Old Japan. By A. B. Mitford, Second Secretary to the 
British Legation in Japan. London: Macmillan and Co.—We can 
“gcarcely imagine any contribution to literature more beneficial or more 
interesting than these delightful volumes. Mr. Mitford has no doubt 
enjoyed the advantage of breaking untrodden ground, and his task 
has evidently been a labour of love; but we must not value the less 
on that account the taste and judgment with which Mr. Mitford has 
ohocen the examples of Japanese composition—we might almost term 
them classics—to which he has introduced us by means of his graphic 
and admirable rendering of them into English. It does not need any 
acquaintance with the vernacular to perceive that Mr. Mitford possesses 
the greatest merit of a translator, a thorough knowledge of the collo- 
quial signification of the words of his originals, and a perfect command 
of his own language so as to enable him to render their meaning 
with accuracy and freedom. By these means the vraisemblance of the 
original productions is preserved, notwithstanding the variety of 
their styles ; and it would be difficult to tell which is the most interest- 
among them, or which gives us the greatest amount of information 
of the inner life and modes of thought of this extraordinary people. 
The first volume consists of legendary and romantic tales; the second 
ofan account of certain Japanese superstitions and customs, together 
with specimens of Japanese sermons, and rules of life, law and etiquette. 
As examples of close reasoning and clear expression, we have not for 
along time read anything so enthralling as the discourses of Kiu-é, 
and the account of the ceremonies of the institution of the Hara- 
Kira, or compulsory death of those noble criminals who are permitted 
to be considered their own executioners. We have already mentioned 
that the present volumes, which are very tastefully got up, are illus- 
trated with some graphic engravings from Japanese originals, cut on 
wood by a Japanese engraver—a circumstance which not only adds to 
their value, but hae brought to light the interesting fact that the lines 
are cut with the grain of the wood, after the manner of Albert Durer 
and some of the old’German masters—e process which has been long 
a@bandoned by modern European wooed engravers, We have no doubt 
that Mr. Mitford’s book will be one of the most popular of the season, 
and we congratulate him on the rare good fortune which makes its 
ontents as interesting as matter of fiction as they are fall of informa - 
Gon on matters of fact. 


The Phenix for January commences the new year with every pro- 
snise of maintaining the specialities which it initiated last summer. Dr. 
&. Campbell, superintendent of Darjeeling, contributes some interest- 
ing ‘‘ Notes’on Eastern Thibet,” Mr. R.Swinhoe discourses as learnedly 
as usual on ‘‘The Chinese Dialect Spoken in Hainan,” and Mr. 
Hodgson adds to our information on “Buddhist Literature and Re- 
figion.” Mr. Carroll's “ Cure for Jealousy” is pleasantly continued, 
and Mr, Parker's “ Month in Mongolia ”’ is well written and interest- 
ing, though somewhat too independent of the graces of style. Thus 
the author says that “the weather got suddenly cold,” and that little 
@ative boys wear their hair in a “‘cue.” But this may be the system 
ef the printer, who, in the Phanis, has always been a rather arbitrary 
personage, and who, in the present number, calls the author of the 
first t Dr, A. Campbell, Zsg.—a somewhat redundant accumu- 
lation of titles. With all due deference to the editor, we think that 
a revision of such matters as we have noticed would add to the read- 
ableness, if not to the value, of this really interesting miscellany. 
The ‘‘ Reviews” include a notice of Captain Loch’s ‘‘ Narrative of 
Lord Elgin’s Second Embassy to China,” which, we think, requires to 
be received with several grains of salt. Having a distinct recollection 
of the sacking of the Summer Palace of the Emperor, and its at- 
tendant loot, we cannot but regret to find that exploit described as a 
“ righteous retribution.” 


Nature calls attention to one of the most interesting and important 
trees of Sumatra, the Camphor-tree, mops camphora. This 
eamphor attracted the attention of the earliest voyagers, and was 
then, as it is now, an important article of commerce with China and 
Japan, the people of those countries attributing to it extraordinary 
virtues and paying a high price for it. The tree grows to a height 
of 100 or 180 feet, and forms a trunk seven to ten feet in diameter. 
The quantity of camphor contained in the trunks is very unequal, the 
young trees appear to contain little or none. It is said that, on an 
average, about nine trees are required to produce 100 Ibs. weight of 
crystallised camphor. It is obtained by cutting down the tree and 
dividing the wood into small pieces, in the divisions of which the 
camphor is found. It differs in the form of its crystals from the cam- 
phor of commerce, is harder, more brittle, and does not ao readily 
condense. Great quantities are used by the Bataks for the preserva- 
tion of the corpses of their chiefs. The trees are spread over a por- 
tion only of Sumatra and Borneo, and generally occur in localities 
into which commerce and civilisation have as yet but little penetrated. 
Notwithstanding the continned destruction of the trees, for the sake 
of procuring the camphor, no means are taken for the future preserva- 
tion of the species. This camphor is seldom seen in this country, ex- 
cept in museums. The Chinese eagerly buy itin preference to the or- 
dinary camphor—their own produce—which they send in such large 
quantities into the European markets. ‘ 


Intelligence has been received of the death of Dr. F. A. G. Miquel, 
Professor of Botany at the University of Utrecht and director of the 
Botanic Gardens at Leyden, one of the few remaining distinguished 
systematic botanists on the Continent, and greatly esteemed by all 
scientific visitors to Holland for his generous hospitality and kindly 
mature. He was the author of several monographs, and had written 
largely on the botany of the Netherlands Indies, especially Java and 
Surinam ; and also on that of Japan, which has been much worked 
out by Dutch naturalists; but will be best known by his magnificent 
Annales Muse Botanici Lugduno-batavia, in four folio votames, with 

lendid illustrations. He was one of the foreign members of the 
Lienenn Society of London.

THE ASSOCIATED CHAMBERS OF COMMEROE. 

On the Ist inst. the representatives of the forty-three Chambers of 
Commerce—English, Scotch, and Irish—which form the Association, 
founded twelve years ago, and who are holding their annual three 
days’ conference in London, to determine what measures shall be 
preseed upon the attention of the Government and of Parliament this. 
session, dined together at the Westminster Palace Hotel. The chair 
was occupied by Mr. 8. 8S. Lloyd, President of the Association; the 
Government was represented by Mr. Chichester Fortescue, President 
of the Board of Trade; the House of Commons by Messrs. Norwood 
(founder of the Association}, Birley, Henry, Eastwick, Whitwell, Baines, 
Chadwick, Mundella, and Carter, and Colonel Crichton-Stuart; Sir 
Louis Mallet, of the Board of Trade; Mr. Scudamore, of the General Post- 
office, and Mr. Harris Gastrell, Austrian Chargé d’ Affaires; and foreign 
countries by Chevalier de Schaeffer, director of the Austrian Consulate, 
and Mr.J. R. M’Culloch, the American banker and ex-Finance Minister. 
Among others, the Earl of Derby wrote, expressing regret that he could 
not accept an invitation, and adding a hope that he would be able to 
do go another year; and Mr. Monsell wrote that illness alone kept him 
away. In responding to the toast of “ Her Majesty’s Ministera,” Mr. 
Chichester Fortescue compared his position, as President of the Board 
of Trade, with that of a civilian First Lord of the Admiralty, anda 
civilian War Minister; but he hoped that, with the assistance of the 
Chambers, a non-professional, and non-commercial President of the 
Board of Trade might be of some service to his country. He did not 
think the position of the Board of Trade and the organisation of the 
Government Departments were satisfactory, and he looked forward to 
a redistribution of duties,—a matter upon which he should be happy 
to receive communications from those best able to give sound opinions. 
The magnitude of the Merchant Shipping Bill had produced some alarm 
in the country; but it the giant were looked in the face it would be 
found to be harmless. He wished gentlemen would look into it, and 
let the Government know whether it was worth while to pass it or not, 
for, unless some steam were got up by those who cared about the Bill, 
he could not be responsible for the failure to pass it. The Govern- 
ment, and the Board of Trade in particular, would not be wanting in 
efforts to promote commercial reforms, for, whatever else the Govern- 
ment might be, it was at least a laborious one. Speeches were made 
by Mr. Baines, who trusted that France would not be tempted by her 
financial difficulties to abrogate the Treaty of Commerce with this 
country ; by Mr. Henry, who believed his own election one of many 
evidences of the aptitude of the Irish people for commercial enter- 
prise ; by Mr. Scudamore, who was delighted to be so well received 
by those who had criticised him so severely ; by Mr. M‘Culloch, who 
trusted that free trade and other agencies would strengthen the bonds 
of amity between us and the United States (sentiments which Mr. 
Fortescue cordially reciprocated) ; and, in conclusion, by the chair- 
man, who pointed to the commercial legislation of the past twelve 
years, and to the testimony of the speakers, as proofs of the good 
work done by the Association in maturing public opinion upon mer- 
cantile matters,

THE OFFICIAL DESPATCHES ON THE TIENTSIN 


MASSACRE. 
Tue “ Papers Relating to the Massacre of Europeans at 
Tientsin”” were issued on Monday in the form of a Blue- 


book, of which we give a resumé in another part of our 


paper. We are deeply concerned to find that the corre- 
spondence now published entirely fails to redeem the Fo- 
reign-office from the obloquy which has been cast upon it in 
China in consequence of the murder of our countrywoman, 
Miss O’Suiivan, having been passed over without our Go- 
vernment having insisted on any special atonement for that 
outrage, or even taking any practical steps to bring the 
criminals to justice. The volume opens with the brief but 
pregnant sentence telegraphed by Mr. Wane to the Foreign 
Secretary on the 6th of July :—*“ At Tientsin, Axtog 
“ O’SuLLIvAN, one of the Sisters of Mercy, was mas- 
“sacred in the hospital on the 21st of June;” and 
it closes with a letter (which the Pall Mall Gasette 
reprinted the next day, to the exclusion of all the rest of 
the correspondence) in which Earl GRANVILLE expresses 
“ the entire approval of Her Maszsry’s Government of the 
“tact and discretion which marked Mr. Wapr’s proceed- 
“ ings” subsequent to that event. What was the nature of 
those proceedings,—if Mr. Wapz’s conduct can be dignified 
by that name, seeing that it involved no specific demand 
and led to no definite result,—the present Correspondence 
is apparently published to explain. The only fact, however, 
that it really establishes is that the failure of justice, the 
disgrace of which has hitherto attached exclusively to 
Mr. Wank, was practically caused by the tone of the 
nobleman who was'so unexpectedly called to the Foreign- 
office on the death of Lerd CuarEnpon. The instructions 
which Lord GRANVILLE sent to Mr. WaDE certainly did not 
warrant, even if they did not absolutely prohibit, more de- 
cided and dignified action than that which has been so justly 
condemned by the foreign community in China and their 
friends at home. At the same time, even Mr. Wane’s apolo- 
gists must confess that he exhibited a too great readiness to 
adapt himself to the views of an inexperienced Minister, 
wedded to a “policy of conciliation,” and totally without 
knowledge in the East. Indeed, so zealous was Mr. WaDE 
to profit by the teachings of the Foreign-office that he ap- 
pears to have anticipated his instructors in the promptitude 
with which he abnegated anything like nationality or inde- 
pendence of action concerning Miss O’SutLivan. When the 
proposed “indemnity” for the death of the victims was 
offered by the Chinese Government, Mr. WaDE wrote sympa- 
thetically to Lord GRaNvILLE that “ Miss O’SULLIVAN was 
“ British subject, but he did not suppose that Her Ma- 
“ sesty’s Government would raise any separate issue on that 
“account, if the Government of France accepted the ar- 
“ rangement propused on behalf of the other Sisters—two 
“ of them Belgian, and one an Italian.” To this communi- 
cation Earl Granvitie’s only reply was the letter of gene- 
ral encomium on Mr. Wave's “tact and discretion,” to which 
we have already referred. It is evident from this that the 
present Foreign Secretary countenances the representations 
of the British Minister at Peking, that England is content 
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to be regarded in the East as on a level with such States as 
Belgium and Italy. Need we say more? The article we 
lately wrote on the loss of our prestige in China is, we think, 
most emphatically confirmed by this official correspondence 











THE PALL MALL GAZETTE AND OURSELVES, 

Tux Pall Mall Gazette has again taken the pains to garble- 
an extract from the London and China Telegraph eo #8 to 
make it convey a totally different meaning from that of the 
original. The Pall Mall says the Telegraph now seeks. 
shelter under the erroneous assumption that it only “shared 
“a general impression that the indecisive and undemonstra— 
“tive conduct of Her Masgsty’s Minister (Chargé d’ Affaires) 
“at Peking after the commission of the outrage was entirely 
“due to Mr. Wapz's own ideas of ‘policy.’” What we- 
really wrote was as follows, and our readers will see how the 
Pali Mall, by omitting the words in italics, entirely per- 
verted our meaning: —‘ We must own that we shared in that 
“impression, and that we fully expected that the Government. 
“ had acceded to the representation of the foreign merchants 
“ who met in London, at least, 80 far as to have instructed Mr. 
“ Wade to assume a position more consistent with the character 
“of an English Minister, and better calculated to secure the- 
“ safety of owr countrymen in China.” Such a deliberate 
suppression of the most essential part of a quotation clearly 
shows the contemptible expedients our opponents have been 
driven to. 








CANTON AND THE BURNING OF THE FATSHAN 
CHAPEL. 

Tue Blue-book on the Tientsin massacres contains the. 
letter addressed to Consul Ropertson by some of the resi- 
dents of Canton and his reply thereto, which have already 
been published by us. Mr. Wang, in a short despatch, ap- 
proves of Mr. Ropertson’s action on this and the Fatshan 
Chapel affair, which, in a despatch of a few lines, Earl Gran- 
VILLE endorses. We regret to hear that the Chinese autho- 
rities at Canton are not carrying out their promise to rebuild 
the chapel, burned down by a fanatical mob, and that Mr. 
Rosertson is not urging it. We regret this the more, as at 
the time of the outrage the Consul’s conduct was considered 
highly satisfactory. The following is the despatch of Mr. 
Wank to Earl GRANVILLE, and the comments of the Globe :— 

: Peking, November 11, 1870. 

My Lorp,—I have the honour to forward copy of a despatch from 
Mr. Robertson, inclosing copy of correspondence between himeelf and 
certain members of the Canton community, regarding their security at 
that port, and a letter he has consequently addressed to the Hong Kong 
Government. 

The demolition of a chapel at Fatshan I have already reported to 
your Lordship. It must be remembered that the chapel was a Chinese 
chapel, at the opening of which some Protestant missionaries, with 
more zeal than prudence, assisted. The attack on it undoubtedly 


discovered an anti-propagandist feeling, but it was followed by no de- 
monatration agairst the foreign community, and, by order of the Go- 
vernor-General, the reconstruction of the building was immediately 
commenced. 


Mr. Robertson in his reply has shown tke discretion and firmness 


which on all snch occasions distinguish him, and I cannot doubt that his 
conduct will be approved by your Lordship. 


Lord Granville's rin at the Foreign-office is a happy one for di- 
plomatists abroad. There is an episode in the Chins despatches 
which sign ficantly demonetrates the level of diplomacy which now 
finds approval and favour. Jast October the British community in 
Canton communicated by memorial to Consul Robertson their fears at 
the “growing animosity towards foreigners” which, cince the atrocious 
outrage at Tientsin, was daily manifesting itself. Their detail of the 
ingults they received, and of the danger in which their lives and pro- 
perty were placed, had been echoed from all parts of China where Bri- 
tish residents remained. But Consul Robertson, with a revolver ever 
ready to present at any Celestial visage, was not alarmed, and therefore 
uncommiserative. He gave the unarmed and unprotected Britishers a 
lesson in pluck and a warning against “ getting nervous” with nothing 
more than constant insult, an occasional threat of massacre,and nowand 
then such adivertissement as the destruction of the Protestant chapel at 
Fatshan. Mr. Wade agreed that Mr. Robertson was perfectly right, 
and Earl Granville of course approved the conduct of both. because it 
completely harmonised with the principle of self-defence which is now 
triumphant at the Foreign as well as the Colonial-office. But is this 
the sort of protection which Englishmen would extend to their coun- 
trymen in China? With treaties prescribing their safety, and with 
gunboats within shot-range, are they to endure a life of terror, and be 
left with pistols and daggers for their defence? Englishmen who 
venture on personal intercourse with the Celestials are improbably 
cowards; but when, in the face of their disregarded appeal for protec- 
tion, we find Lord Granville “despatching ” Mr. Wade for his “ efforts 
to allay the apprehensions and secure the safety of the British com- 
munity in China,’ we cannot refrain from joining in the pwan of 
congratulation on this unique assertion of British courage. 
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GALLE HARBOUR. 

By the mail received to-day we learn that no decision has 
yet been come to between the rival plans of forming the 
new harbour at Galle or Colombo. It is said that Mr Ro- 
BERTSON, the engineer employed in the examination of har- 
bours, &c., in the Presidencies, has obtained the permission of 
the Indian Government to visit Colombo, for the purpose of 
repérting on the site for the proposed docks. Meanwhile, 
nothing definite can be learned at the Colonial-office. The 
P. and O. Company have again brought the dangerous state 
of the anchorage at Galle before the CoLon1aL SECRETARY, 
but with no other result than the old stereotyped inquiry, 
“Whether they had not better adopt Trincomalee as a har- 
bour instead of Galle?” The claims of Trincomalee to such 
@ position have been so effectually disproved that we are 
surprised to hear the port mentioned at this time of day in 
connection with the mail service. 


Lord Hoveuton has informed the House of Lords 
that Ceylon was the only one of our dependencies where 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister had become legal, all 
the rest of our numerous colonies being governed by the 
law of this country. We would not willingly suspect Lord 
Hovauton of trifling with a serious subject ; but still less 
can we imagine him to be unacquainted with the peculiarly 
comprehensive matrimonial system of Ceylon, so well known 
to all the residents in India who care to inquire into such 
matters. 


THE Foreign-office has issued a very complete and useful 
Index to the “ Report of the Select Committee on Diplomatic 
and Consular Services,” which we noticed last year. A vast 
amount of information concerning facts and opinions is con- 
densed in a very small space in this little volume, of which 
China, Japan, and the other parts of the Far East, in which 
our readers are most interested, occupy their fair share. 


A petition has been presented to the House of Commons 
by Mr. Kinnarrp, from the directors of the London Mis- 
sionary Society, in favour of a re-adjustment of the relations 
of the Indian Government to the opium traffic, in order to 
put a stop to the cultivation and sale of opium by the Go- 
vernment, within the English provinces of India, for the 
purposes of revenue. 





Tur Japanese Prince Hicasx1, whose presentation to 
the QurEEN we have already noticed, has, we understand, 
been placed under the tutorship of the Rev. J. J. Danrext. 
When noticing the presentation we should have mentioned 
that the Prince entertained the Duke of Epinpuran at Yedo 
and Yokohama, at the request of the Mixapo. 


By telegrams from Singapore we hear of the arrival of 
Sir Harry Parkes, from Yokohama, en route to England, 
and may be expected here this month.

THE BLUE-BOOK ON THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 
(Continued from our last.) 

The first intelligence of the massacre was received by tele- 
gram, dated Peking, July 6th. On the 18th August the 
French Minister in London addressed the following appeal 
for the support of the English Government to Lord Gran- 


VILLE :— 
London, August 18, 1870. 

My Lorp,—The first telegraphic despatches which the Government 
of the Emperor received from their Chargé d’Affaires at Peking, after 
the massacre of our countrymen, had allowed it to be hoped that the 
Chinese Government understood the necessity of executing summary 
and severe justice on acts so odious. The despatch of a Chinese Am- 
baseador, charged with a special mission in relation to these events 
which was announced to us, was an indication of intentions practically 
satisfactory ; and the French Government was pleased to think that 
the reparation which would be offered would correspond with that 
which they had grounds for exacting. The result of a fresh telegram 
from M.le Comte de Rochechouart is that a change would appear to 
have taken place in the intentions of the Chinese Government, and 
that our Chargé d’Affairs hag, until now, demanded in vain the pro- 
secution of the wretches who took part in the crimes committed at 
Tientain. Although the victims of these attempts are almost ex- 
clusively French, it cannot be denied that such deeds reveal the 
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the punishment of the guilty 


and hostility of an ignorant multitude. 


existence of dangers which menace without distinction all foreigners 
residing in China. It is by considering their interests as common in 
these countries of the extreme East that the European Powers can 
arrive at securing to their countrymen the guarantees and the security 
stipulated for in the Treaties. 

The Government of the Emperor do not doubt that such is the feel- 
ing of the Cabinet of London. The Minister of Foreign Affairs in- 


atructs me, consequently, to inform your Excellency that we should 


attach great interest to seeing the representative of the Queen at 
Peking joining his efforts to those of our Chargé d’Affaires to obtain 
Tsong. 

I should be especially grateful to your Excellency for enabling me, 


as coon ag possible, to reply to the request which M. le Prince de la 


Tour d’Auvergne has expressed to me, and I seize, &. 
(Signed) Lavauerrs. 


In reply to the inquiry concerning Miss O’SunLivan, Mr. 
Wane wrote to Lord GranviILLE on the 27th October :— 


The Sister Louise was a British subject, but if the Government of 
France accepts the arrangement proposed on behalf of the other Sisters 
—two of them Belgians and one an Italian—I do not suppose that Her 
Majesty's Government will raise any separate issue upon this account. 

However, I have left the decision open, as my reply will show to 
Her Majesty’s Government, and as the despatch of the Prince said 
nothing of the real object of my interview—the protection of British 


sabjects at the northern porte—I took the opportunity of pressing 
this upon his Highnese’s attention. x 


Having followed Lord GraNnviLuE to the latest part of his 


published correspondence, we turn to China in search of the 
information and advice en which he acted. 


The first brief report of the fact of the Massacre was com- 
municated to Lord Granvitte by Mr. Wane on the 26th 


June, with the following remarks :— 


Such a disturbance was not, of course, the affair of a morning, and 


although many particulars that have reached me will need to be care- 


fully weighed before I can pronounce for or against their credibility, I 
believe that the impression I have formed regarding the origin of this 
calamity will be found in the end correct. 

I admit, in limine, that the educated class from which all Chinese 
officials are taken is anti-foreign. It is impossible that it should not 
be. I admit consequently that its influence with the masses will always 
be excited against us rather than otherwise. But, in the present case, 
whether, as many foreigners are prepared to believe, the people were 
egged on by the mandarinic class or not, it is unhappily certain that, 
independently of any such stimulus, there was ground fur the suspicion 
The reception and purchase of 
infunts, as often as not in a dying state, by the Sisters of Charity, had 
been exciting for some time past no little dissatisfaction, and the old 


story that the eyes of the infants were needed for unholy purposes had 


been revived. On the other hand, there is reason to fear that the un- 
fortunate Consul, although as I have been given to understand, he had 
more than once remonstrated with the Sisters, yet, in fighting their - 
battle with the authorities, had borne himself intemperately, and that 


the collision in which he lost his life was provoked by some act or 


menace of his which was immediately visited upon him. 
Mr. Wane’s next despatch to the Foreign Seoretary con- 


tained more information :— : 
Peking, July 3, 1870. 

My Lorp,—By the Russian mail of the 26th June I had the honour 
to forward your Lordship a report of the attack upon the French set- 
tlement at Tiontsin, and the fearful massacre of the Consul and other 
French subjects. 

I have delayed writing up to the last moment in hopes that I might 
be enabled to supply something like a connected history of this terrible 
outbreak ; but this is not yet in my power. I have arranged the de- 
spatches and memoranda enclosed in something like chronological 
order, and I have added an analytical table of their contents, which 
may be of some assistance in the study of this mass of documents. 

The most important of these, in my opinion, is the letter of the 
French Consul, the unfortunate M. Fontanier, despatched from Tientsin 
at ten o’clock on the morning of the 21st June, little more than an 
hour before his death. Jt shows that for some ‘lays previously there 
had been mobs surrounding the hospital of the Sisters of Mercy, and 
clamouring against them, the cry being that they were receivers of 
stolen children, of whose hearts and eyes they made unholy use. 

On the 20th Mr. Lay expresses his surprise at M. Fontanier's inac- 
tion, and it is not astonishing that he had heard nothing of the steps 
taken by M. Fontanier, for the latter had not even mentioned what was 
doing to his Minister. M. de Rochechouart first heard of the misun- 
derstanding this question of the children had occasioned by the letter 
dated and despatched on the day his Consul was killed; yet the public 
had certainly been murmuring for upwards of a month. So far buck 
as the 5th June a missionary absent in Peking was written to to return 
to Tientsin, because there was apparently trouble brewing. 

I feel bound to combat the impression, which is that of many fo- 
reigners, that this discontent was sheerly the work of the authorities or 
of the influential classes. The Chinese, as their law-books show, do- 
believe that by spells and drugs kidnappers can bewitch whom they will: 
(vide Inclosure 33). In their Materia Medica various parts of the 
human frame are employed for purposes unknown to Western science 
(vide Inclosure 34). The educated classes are, in all that belongs to 
physiological knowledge, as ignorant and superstitious as the common 
people. I think it as likely as not that the Tientsin authorities did 
believe, as the people believed, that children were being kidnapped, and 
that for the purposes alleged ; nor would this conclasion be shuken if it 
were shown that, as some declare, they took pains to extort a con‘ession 
from those who have been bronght before them as guilty of k-daapping. 
It is the habit of their Courts, in half theserious cases they try, to strain 
the evidence to secure a conviction. 
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I am not going to contend that they were not anti-foreign,—it would 
bedifficult to understand how any mandarin can be anything else; 
and I shall not deny that had they chosen to soothe the people, the 

might have been soothed, though this ishy nomeans absolutely cer- 
tain. But it does appear that the only means to this end was neglected, and 
that the one chance of averting the storm was thrown away in the in- 
terview in which M. Fontanier reports the authorities who were demand- 
ing an inspection of the hospital to have forgotten themselves so far as 
to menace him with the wrath of the people. 

Chung How is a Manchu, high in office, but without magisterial 
functions. During the ten years that he has filled the post of Minister 
Superintendent (we might call him Consul-General) of the Northern 
ports, he has gained the good opinion of every foreign official with whom 
he has had to deal. But the good understanding he has contrived to 
maintain with them would but add to his powerlessness in a crisis like 
that just passed. He must have known what was ahead of him at least 
some days before the storm broke, and he is certainly chargeable with 
having done nothiny to put foreigners on their guard. “He seems to 
have regarded the affair as exclusively French, or more properly 
Romish, and he may have hoped that the arrangement agreed to by 
M. Fontanier on the 20th would have enabled him to calm the public 
mind. Had he thought otherwise, however, I doubt that he would 
have ventured to give the alarm. The blow struck, he tells a story 
which must be received with very great caution, to wit, that M. Fon- 
tanier came armed to his yamen, abused him, fired a pistol, if not at 
him, in his presence, similarly assaulted the magistrate, and was con- 
sequently killed by the people. 

Mr. Lay proves that in one important particular he has eontradicted 
himself. On the 22nd he affirmed that M. Fontanier had been killed 
close to him, and that he had his remains in his yamen. On the 23rd 
M. Fontanier’s body was recovered by Mr. Lay from the river. 

On the other part there is almost complete unanimity in the reports 
that M. Fontanier was seen rushing armed towards Chung How’s yamen, 
and that either he or his companion did fire at, or threaten, the magis- 
trate with some weapon. And if this took place in Chung How’s yamen, 
his followers, to say nothing of the mob, would infallibly have cut down 
the unhappy Consul. The riot once begun, no official would for the 
time have been able to stay it. The most active of the rioters would 
of course be those who had something to gain by it, and I think with 
Mr. Lay that the attitude of the community and the badness of the 
weather had much to say in the immunity of the British settlement 
from molestation. 

On receipt of the news of this tragedy at Peking it was agreed that 
the Representative of the Treaty Powers in residence should signa 
collective note to the Prince of Kung. I enclose a copy of this with 
the reply to it. His Highness [s still confined to his room, but the con- 
ferences between the Ministers of the yamen and the Diplomatic 
Corps have been frequent. These have led to one or two results worth 
notice. 

Upon the 28th a decree was published, apparently to meet the wishes 
expreszed in the collective note. It is but a lukewarm production. It 
condemns, indeed, the lawless proceedings of the Tientsinese, but it 
scarcely insists with the peremptoriness the occasion demands upon the 

‘daty of the Government under Treaty, beth towards foreizners and 
towards Christians. Upon the 29th a secund decree, not published in 
the Gazette, but communicated to foreign Ministers, announced the ap- 
pointment of Chung How as High Commissioner to France; an ar- 
rangement understood to be specially acceptable to the French Legation. 
It is believed that he will have a colleague, but the Minister is not yet 
named. He will be most likely a Chinese. 

The Tientsin outrage has, of course, been well ventilated amongst the 
Pekinese, but no foreigner has been in any way molested, nor have I 
heard any one remark upon the slightest change up here in the demea- 
nour of the population. 


This is M. Fontaniern’s letterto Count pE Rocue- 
COHOUART :— 











Tientsin, June 21, 1870. 

M. LE ComTE,—Our little town of Tientsin, generally so quiet, has 
been troubled for several days by shouting and mobs in the neighbour- 
hood of the establishment of the Sisters of Mercy and the Consulate. 
The Sisters were accused of tearing out children’s eyes, those who were 
more bold exhumed the dead that came from their hospital. Finally, 
the Taoutai came and presented to me the deposition of several witnesses, 
declaring that they had been victims of the kidnappers employed by 
oar Missionaries. I had no trouble in proving to him that all these 
reports were the work of ill-will; but the Taoutal having come officially, 
I promised him, at his reiterated demand, that I would watch that our 
Sisters of Mercy should not for the future employ any but persons of 
proved good character. 

Some hours afterwards (the 19th) the Tche-hsien came to the Con- 
sulate, accompanied by a delegate from Tchong Heou (Chung How), 
with the intention of bringing about, on the spot, an official search at the 
domicile of the Sisters and of the Lazarist Missionaries. But as he was 
ill-advised enough to become angry, and even to threaten me with the 
aager of the populace, wishing apparently to exact from me that which 
his superiors had a few hours before left entirely to my judgment, I pro- 
fited by it to terminate the interview, reminding the Tche-hsien that it 
was only with the Intendant of the three northern perts that I meant 
to continue this matter, but that I made him none the less responsible 
for the consequences of the troubles with which he seemed to threaten 
me, for I was confident that he alone was the instigator of them. 

I requested the delegate of Tchong Heou to inform his Excellency of 
the revult of my interview with the Tche-hsien, until I should myself 
go and complain to him of the improper conduct of this magistrate. I 
had the satisfaction of receiving the next morning a visit from Tchong 
Heou. He spoke very ill to me of the Tche-hsien, trying all the time 
to exculpate him. He complained of the little consideration given to 
his observations by the local authorities when he had attempted to deny 
the false reports spread against our missionaries, having at last been 
obliged to let them take a step in which he refused to join, which again 
gained for him the epithet of “the right arm of the Europeans.” 
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This little incident, which might have taken a bad*turn-but-for- tet 
tervention of Tchong Heou, appeapk to-day to be almost at an end; 
Tchong Heou having besides promised me to publish in the course of a 
few days a small proclamation to allay the excitement. 


The day after the Massacre Mr. Lay wrote to Mr. WapE 
from Tientsin :— 

We are in a fearful state here ; all the community are on guard, but 
we can do nothing. We were up all last night, and I have been hard at 
it all day. The Chinese now determine to pull down and burn the pre« 
sent Russell’s Hong, known as Mr. Sandri’s French-and-to-night (ssc ss 
orig.). Ishall certainly stay by the Consulate until forced to leave it. 

On the same day Mr. Lay had an interview with Cauna 
How, in company with all the other Foreign Consuls, Mr. 
Lay writes :— 

The Consuls present and myself then asked his Excellency in refer- 
ence to the people murdered. He at first stated that the bodies were 
taken care of. Upon my questioning him, and taking down on paper 
the names of those who were killed, he put on the usual official reti- 
cence, and knew nothing except that the French Consul was killed. I 
am quite certain he knows every detail of the whole unfortunate occur- 
rence, and could give every particular if he wished. 


To these communications Mr. Wane replied, approving of 
Mr. Lay’s resolution not to abandon the Consulate until 
forced to leave it, but adding that it would be in vain to pro- 
mise any direct aid from Peking, as any troops that could be 
sent would be as unwelcome protection as those offered by 
Cuuno Tasix, which Mr. Lay had declined to receive into the 
Settlement. 


On the 1st July Mr. Wave wrote to Mr. Lay :— 

You cannot do wrong in at once accepting Chung Tajin’s offer to 
pay whatever money may suffice to rebuild the British missio 
chapels destroyed in the city. The representatives of the missions in- 
terested must supply you with estimates, which you will, of course, con- 
sider carefully before you make any demand. As to the immediate re- 
construction of the chapels, you must be careful to inform yourself that 
opposition is not to be looked for at the hands of the Chinese public, or 
of that section of it to which the late exhibition of hostility is more 
particularly to be ascribed. In a word, be sure, before building opera- 
tions are commenced, that they will not be interrupted. 


On the following day Mr. Wank wrote again :— 


In the conclusion at which you arrive, viz., that the cause of the oat- 
break was hatred of the foreigner in general, rather than the belief 
that children were being stolen for unholy purposes, and that the cry 
was raised against the Sisters of Mercy for want of some other or better 
ery, I do not concur. I feel it my duty, on the contrary, to express my 
conviction that, had there been nothing to suggest a suspicion that 
children were being kidnapped, there would have been no popular exe 
citement, and that the excitement roused by such a suspicion would not 
have taken the direction it did had not the practice of receiving large 
numbers of children into the Sisters’ Hospital supplied the Chinese, in 
their ignorance, with a prima facie case against those unfortunate wo- 
men. The anger of the people once kindled against them, their country- 
men and co-religionists would naturally be included in their sentence. 
Even native Romanists, I understand, were arrested and maltreated, 
while Protestant Chinese were set at liberty. 

I deem it right to combat your opinion, because I cannot suppose 
misapprehension of the real cause of such a movement as that of the 
21st of June will be unproductive of mischief. I will add that, sup- 
posing your view correct, viz., that the rising was against all foreigners, 
and suggested by the anti-foreign feeling of the influential classes, who 
have no reason to love us, such an inference but enforces the lesson 
which, without it, I should have been disposed to read in the action 
taken by the Chinese at Tientsin, namely, that we cannot be too care- 
ful, however admirable from our own point of view the object we would 
advance, not to press it without a watchful regard for the prejudices or 
received opinions of this people, the educated class of which, in regard 
toall that we now laugh at as witchcraft or like puerility, are as ignoe 
rant and bigoted as we were ourselves little more than a century ago. 

At this point we come to the deputation of China mer- 
chants. The correspondence with Lorp GranviLLE must be 
too fresh in our readers’ recollection to need recapitulation. 
It is, however, given in full in the Blue-book before us, and 
will doubtless some day carry the weight which it deserves. 
Meanwhile, this is the way in which Mr. Wanr disposed of 
Mr. Mepxurst’s request for “ well-timed precautionary move- 
ments, such as the detachment of a few men toa weak or 
menaced point, which would certainly save both property 
and lives from destruction.” Mr. Wave wrote from Peking 
on the 5th July :— 

It may be re-assuring to your community to learn that there has not 
been here the smallest occasion for alarm. The terrible news from 
Tientsin continues naturally to be talked over, but the outbreak is uni- 
versally connected with the popular belief that children were received 
into the Orphanage of the Sisters of Mercy for unholy purposes. There 
has not been in or about this city the slightest display of hostile feeling 


towards either persons belonging to the religious establishments or any 
other foreigners. 


The following letter from Mr. Lay to Mr. Wabz carries its 
own comment :— 
Tientsin, July 8, 1870. 
Srr,—Now that the great pressure of work is taken off for a time, I 
think it my duty to bring before your notice the services of those gea- 
tlemen who g0 nobly helped us daring our late dangers. 
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Captain Steele, of the Manchu, armed his vessel, received the ladies 
(with those exceptions already mentioned) on board, and was most kind 
to them. He set a most splendid example by his firmness and courage, 
and he did much to allay the almost natural fright of many here. He 
deserves deep gratitade from us British, and I feel you, Sir, would like 
me to report to you his most heroic conduct. 

We are also deeply indebted to Mr. Beebe, the agent of the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company, who gave every assistance, so far as he 
could. He proved himeelf a man, and a kind friend in danger. 

What I have said of Captain Steele is equally applicable to Captain 
Raseell, of the Appin. He armed his ship, made every arrangement 
for comfort as well as defence, received a large number of females and 
‘others on board, and cared for them. 

Such conduct, under very trying circumstances, demands thanks ; and 
to you, Sir, I report it, At the same time I shall address each of these 

tlemen a letter, acknowledging their kindness, and informing them 
that it is a pleasing duty to me to bring their heroic conduct under the 
netice of Her Majesty's Chargé d’A ffaires. 

While writing this, I would not forget the services of my constable, 
Mr. Featherston, who has been most useful during these trials. He 
hes been up day and night, watching and on duty. With his own 
hands, as I could get no Chinese to work, he brought the poor bodies 
to shore, and with his own bands he put the French Consul in his coffin, 
doing a similar office for other bodies. When, after examination, and 
when I felt sick and faint at the sights and the dreadful stench, and 
when no one could stay longer by, this man remained, and, one by one, 
he, with some coolies hired at fabulous prices, went with them to the 
cemetery and placed them underground, marking each one as it went, 
@ most painful job. He did a most unpleasant duty well, and I should 
not like his services forgotten, although he be but a Congular constable. 


Mr. Wanpe’s next letter, dated Peking, July 5, contains 
the following :— 

Danger to residents is now pessible, in my belief, but from one of two 
causes. If any one is 60 ill-advised as to make a show of the indigna- 
tion which in view of late events he cannot fail to feel, he may produce 
adisturbance. If the community in general continue to show that it 
is alarmed, it may tempt the ill-disposed to presume upon its fears. 
Some four or five foreigners have been through the city of Tientsin un- 
molested, and there can be, in my judgment, no better guarantee of 
security than the resumption as soon as possible of business relations 
between native and foreigner. . 


On the 16th July Mr. Wane wrote to the Foreign Secre- 


My Lorp,—There was for a moment reason to fear that some at- 
tempt was about to be made upon the foreign setttlement at Chefoo. 

There are, of course, in every port open to foreign trade, a certain 
number of bad characters ready to avai] themeelves of any disturbance 
of the public peace, and the dangerous class at Chefoo has been very 
likely recruited by Chinese concerned in the late outrage at Tientsin. 

Late at night on the 3rd instant Mr. Mayers received information that 
danger was possible. 

Our gunboats, as already reported, had all gone over to Tientsin. No 

_other vessel of war had as yet arrived. Mr. Mayers had therefore no 
force to depend on. 

He at once sent for the Taoutai, assembled the residents, and took 
such otherstepsas were best calculated to avert danger, if danger existed. 
I donot for an instant affirm that there was not ground, good ground, for 
alarm, but it is due to fact to observe that one cause assigned for the 
suspicion that something was wrong was the report that ammunition 
had been served out to the foreign drilled troops. Now this body Mr. 
Mayers, on receiving a few days earlier the news of what had passed at 
Tientsin, had requested the Taoutai to have in readiness for the protec- 
tion of the foreign settlement of Chefoo. 

I repent that this is stated for truth’s sake only. Mr. Mayers, ably 
seconded by his assistant, Mr. Solbé, and the residents in yeneral, ap- 
pears to have acted with perfect coolness. It would have been, indeed, 
culpable in him to disregard the intelligence brought to him, the more 
so that he had reason to be satisfied of the Taoutai’s indifference to fo- 
reign interests, if not of his hostility. 

I shall submit to your Lordship elsewhere the data on which I base 
this‘inference. It will here suffice to remark that when the news of the 
Tientsin massacre had been the talk of the town for upwards of two 
days, the Taoutai professed complete ignorance of what had occurred. 
So, in the later instance, when he reached the Consulate on the night of 
the 3rd, he was, by his own statement, utterly uninformed of a rumour 
which was already in everybody’s mouth. Such ignorance is, in China, 
impossible ; or, if possible, by law unpardonable ; and I have accord- 
ingly complained of it to the Prince of Kung as a neglect of duty by 
which the security of the foreign community may be compromised. 

1 enclose a copy of my despatch to his Imperial Highness ; copy of 
Mr. Mayers’ despatch reporting the alert of the 3rd; of my reply to 
that despatch; and of a second despatch from Mr. Mayer-, enclosing 
one addressed by him to the Taoutai Liu on the precautions it is de- 
sirable the authorities should observe, which I have approved. 

There is now one Italian man-of-war at Cheloo, and there will shortly 
arrive a Prussian squadron. 

Mr. Wane had become better acquainted with the ciroum- 
stances when he wrote on the 16th :— _ 

The three Russians murdered did not, as I supposed, reside on or 
near the French position, but that they were killed because their mur- 
derers took them to be French will appear from the inclosed ex- 
tract of a note from M.de Butzow. Three others discovered to be 
Russians were allowed to go free. Lastly, as regards the unfortunate 
Consul, M. de Fontanier himself, if a very credible witness who has 
letely reached Peking speak truth, the oollision in which he lost his 
life was not exactiy provoked, as I at first surmised, by act or menace 
of his, 


On the same day Mr. Wane wrote to the Foreign Secre- 
tary rl 
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I approach the subject with very great embarrassment. A fearful: 
outrage bas beep perpetrated, with the unhappy victims of which I am 
not a man less likely to sympathise than my neighbours. For the sake 
of others, I would gladly avoid anything that might seem to indicate a 
want of symputhy on my part. I will admit, besides, that I would not 
if I could help it, even expose myself to the imputation that, in the ease 
of a calamity so terrible, I was wanting in sympathy. The charge is 
all but certain, at the same time, to be brought against any one who, at 
this moment, shall contend that there are two sides to this question. I 
feel it my duty to maintain that there are two sides to it. I do not 
exonerate the Chinese Government from blame, but I am bound to op- 
pose the conclusion which the foreign public appears to me over-ready 
to adopt, viz., that, to use the stock phrase, “the mandarins were at 
the bottom of it all,’? and that the well-intentioned proceedings of the 
Sisters of Mercy at Tientsin were in no way responsible for the fearful 
catastrophe in which, with their co-nationals, they were involved. If 
my view is the wrong one—if the popular foreign view is correct—then 
not France alone, but other Powers, must make them ready for battle, 


Commenting on a despatch from Mr. Mayers, in which 
that gentleman remarked on “the matter-of-fact way in 
which the letters he sent refer to the virtual encouragement 


given by thc local authorities to the delusion and fury of the 
people,” Mr. WabDE wrote :— ; 


T deprecate this language. The magistrates could scarcely have done: 
less than they are here represented to have done, if they believed what 
the people believed, and their education considered, I know no reason 
why they should not believe it. In his conversation with the Taoutal, 
Lin, 8 man apparently of more than ordinary information about foreign 
countries, Mr. Mayers was astonised to find that he, too, professed his 
belief in the malpractices imputed to Romanists. It does not astonish 
me. The story is of old date, and not told only of the Roman Catho~ 
lics, They, the Roman Catholics, are no doubt eminently unpopular 
with the educated class ; and their unpopularity, according to the come 
monest of laws, will doubtless dispose those who hate them to believe. 
the more readily any evil that may be told of them. But I am satise 
fied of this, that most, if not all of the high officials with whom I.am 
in constant intercourse, do believe, as firmly as two centuries since it 
was believed by Sir Matthew Hale, that by the use of drugs and spells. 
children can be bewitched ; and if at all, why not by Roman Catholic 


agents? and if by them, why not for purposes which all China believes 
the human body can be made to serve? 


There was but one means of averting mischief—an inquiry that 
would have satisfied the Chinese; and such an inquiry, it is shown by 
the letters of both, M. Fontanier and Chung How had it in contempla- 
tion very presently to institute. That, had it taken place, the storm 
would have been turned aside is established, I think, by the letter of Ma 
Sin-i, Governor-General of the Two-kiang, informing the Yamen of 
the steps taken by him in the face of a similar difficulty at Nanking. 

Mr. Wane wrote to Mr. MaYErs :— ‘ 


T see that you stoutly challenged the Taoutai’s belief in the practices 
imputed by the people of Tientsin to the Sisters of Mercy. You must 
remember that the Chinese do believe these things of thelr fellow- 
countrymen, and that after we ourselves had had the Bible for abuve a 
century and a-half, we still coutinued to condemn witches to death on 
charges at once as horrible and ridiculous, 


MR. WADE TO THE PRINCE OF KUNG. 
Peking, July 9, 1870. 

S1r,—I bave learnt that among the unfortunate Sisters. of Mercy: 
who were massacred at Tientain on the 21st ultimo there was one Bri- 
tish subject, the Siater Louise, a native of Ireland. I knew her and 
had seen her but a short time before her departure from this to Tientsin, 
when I was visiting the orphanage at the Pei T’ang. There can be no 
doubt, therefore, I regret to say, as to her personality. Ihave reported 
her murder to Her Majesty’s Government, and I now write to commu- 
nicate it to your Imperial Highness. 


The secret of averting a crisis so perilous to the Empire lies not in the 
adoption of this expedient or that, but in an entire change in the atti- 
tude assumed towards foreigners by the Government, Central and Pro= 
vincial, The terrible news of the 2let of June will shock the civilised 
world, It is impossible as yet to predict the consequences of its 
effect, not upun France alone, but upon all the nations of the West. 
A full measure of justice will be looked for, but the mere bringing 
to justice of the instigators of the riot of the 2lst of June, and of 
the chief actors therein, though it may stay any further demand so 
far as the case in question is concerned, will not suffice, in my 
believe, to restore to foreign States their confidence in the friendly 
professions of the Chinese Government. The Government will 
not fail to be told that, if it sincerely desire peace, it must prove 
its desire by addressing itself in earnest to the removal of those 
false impressions that everywhere possess the native mind, not 
only as regards these particular proceedings of the missionaries 
which have been so grossly misrepresented, but in respect of the actu 
status and lawful rights of foreigners residing in this country. The 
literati and the people must be made by their rulers tounderstand that the 
old assumption of universal supremacy on the part of China is a thing 
of the past; that the foreigner is not a devil or a savage, but the sub- 
ject of a Government the equal of his own; that his officials are not 
consequently to be driven or rebuked as thouzh thcy were the inferiors 
of the native anthority; that the dignity of the Sovercign is not come 
promised by the admission of foreign Ministers into his capital, or by 
his representation abroad; nay! that without intercourse under such 
conditions, there is no safeguard against the rupture at any moment of 
friendly relations; that trade with foreign nations is not to the disad- 
vantage of China, but that, on the contrary, it will supply her with 
those means of strength that will enable her to take her place among 
nations. 

Until the importance of these considerations is daly appreciated both 
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in the capital and in the provinces, I hold it vain to look for long con- 
tinuance of peace, and as I have more than once ventured to remark in 
the present condition of foreign relations, peace broken with one Power 
is broken with all ; for all have wrongs, greater or less, to complain of. 
I need not dwell upon the consequences to China of a misunderstand- 
ing with all the world, but it is my duty to repeat that there is but one 
means of averting it. The hostility to the foreigner of the class whose 
lead the people follow, is due to its ignorance of the foreigner’s real con- 
dition. To discomfort this ignorance, therefore, not by words only, but 
by its acts, if it would avert misunderstandings, must be the care of the 
Central Government, and I cannot refrain from adding that there js now 
no time to be lost. 

The Prince of Kuna wrote to Count pe RooHEoHoUART, 
announcing the mission of Cauna How, in these terms :— 

The Chinese Government has felt much apprehension lest its friendly 
relations with France should be disturbed. It is for this reason that his 
Majesty has issued the decree specially appointing te Minister-Superin- 
tendent of the Three Ports, Chung, a senior guardian of the heir ap- 
parent, wearing the insignia of the first grade, and a two-eyed peacock’s 
feather, a lieutenant-general of the Hanchun division of the Bordered 
Red Banner, and one ef the vice-presidents of the Board of War, to 
proceed with instructions to France, that evidence may thereby be given 
of the sincere desire felt by both Governments for a good understanding. 
The Tientsin affair was but a movement of the people excited for one 
day. It will not take long to dispose of it, and relations will be more 
friendly than ever. , 

With reference to the letter of the Protestant Missionaries 
to Mr. Lay (with which our readers are already acquainted), 
Mr. Wave wrote to the Foreign Secretary :— 

A few days after the massacre of the 21st of June, Chung How pro- 
posed to Mr. Lay that the Protestant chapels in Tientsin, which were 
destroyed on that day, should be rebuilt. Mr. Lay applied to me for 
instructions; and, having some experience of the delays attending pay- 
ment of indemnity in this country, I told him to accept the money as 
soon as he could obtain estimates from the missionaries interested, but 
to go no farther. The missionaries applied to by Mr. Lay were pleased 
to put a remarkable interpretation upon my instructions as communi- 
cated by him, and addressed him a sort of protest ayainst the applica- 
tion. They then forwarded their letter to him to the North China 
Herald for publication. I am not used to busy myself in answering 
the criticisms of the local press, but I deem it my duty, in this instance, 
to request aticntion to the charze implied against me, as it may not 
impossibly be brought before your Lordship by the missionary body to 
which the gentleman whose sympathics I unwittingly outraged, belongs, 
if, indeed, it be not taken up elsewhere. 

The following is the North China Herald’s comment on 
the action of Mr. Wang, against which Messrs. Less and 
Haut (on the part of the missionaries) protested :— 

In the midst of all this evidence of official complicity and wide- 
spread inachination, we find the British Chargé d’Affuires calmly treat- 
ing the matter as finished, and calling on the English missionaries to 
send in their bill fur houses and property destroyed, as though the 
peyment of a few dollars would set all straight, and the erection of new 

uildings would efface even the memory of a tnob’s unfortuaate effer- 
vescence. The reply of Messrs. Lees and I{ull shows a more worthy 
appreciation of the crisis. Taking a broader view of its political im- 
portance, they urge that punishment of the guilty and guarantees for 
the future should precede the payment of monetary compensation, while 
their remark that it is yet dangerous to go near their property to assess 
the damage, and that new injuries are daily inflicted on their converts, 
pitifully condemns the British Minister's assumption that the whole 
affair was finished with the extinction of the flames. 


Immediately following on these incidents, the assassina- 
tion of Ma, the Viceroy, while engaged in superintending 
the examination of military students at Nanking, called forth 


the following remarks from Mr. MepHurst to Mr. Wane :-— 

Assassination of prominent members of the Supreme or Provincial 
Governments are, as you are aware, so foreign to the temper and spirit 
of the Chinese people, and so entirely unprecedented in the modern his- 
tory of China, that it is difficult to believe but that the attack upon Ma 
must have been the work of a madman ora fanatic. At the same time 
it is quite within the compass of possibility that the act ha: been com- 
mitted in revenge for the active aud determined measures which Ma 
adopted last year against the military students of Gankung-fu with a 
view to compelling them to produce the two ringleaders in the attack 
upon the missionary cstablishinents of that city. 

If this hypothesis be correct, the incident must have a deep signifi- 
cance in the eyes of the Chinese at the present conjuncture of affairs. 
The mere fact that so high and influential an officer as the Viceroy of 
the Two Kiung Provinces can be thus sacrificed on account of his lean- 
ing towards foreigners will certainly create an agitation in the minds of 
all classes. Jt will have the effect of cansing the well-dispused towards 
us to lose heart, while it will embolden those amongst the officials and 
literati who do not favour foreign relations to persist in their efforts to 
incense the mss of the population against us. In any event the con- 
sequences as regards any missionaries, French or British, who may at 
present be residing at Nanking andin the neighbouring districts are likely 
to be anything hut ayreeable. 

The Consul- General for France considers the case one of such gravity 
that he has decided upon despatching his Imperial Majesty's gun- 
vessel Coétlegon to Nanking forthwith. The only vessel that we have 
in the immediate neighbourhood—that is, at Chinkiang—is the Dove, 
but she will quite suffice to furnish a refuge for any British missionaries 
or subjrcts who muy tind themselves in daager in that part of the river. 


The manufacture and distribution of the fans, un which 
the massacre was depicted in a revolting manner, requires 
notice here merely as an exhibition of the popular feeling. 
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Meanwhile no proceedings were taken to bring the guilty 
parties to justice ; and, in consequence of the excitement 
and alarm among the foreign community. Mr. Wap wrote 


to the Foreign Secretary on the 10th Sept. :— 

The Tientsin massacre still continues, at Peking, but another term for 
the whole China question ; and J regret that I can make no very fa- 
vourable report of the proceedings of the Chinese Government with re~ 
ference to it. On August 17 J saw the Prince of the Kung at yamen, and 
his Highness made many apologies for this oocarrence. The Prioce, 
when we came to the Tientsin affair, said that I knew their difficulties, 
and must play the part of a friendly mediator. I could only reply that 
all mediation must be useless until we could see something like a com- 
mencement of the end. Two Chinese moons had passed without the 
condemnation of a single criminal, and the magistrates commjtted to 
the Board of Punishments, and subsequently remanded to Tientsin, 
were playing hide-and-seek with Justice. As for the departure of the 
Minister Chung How for Paris (the Prince bad asked me when I 
thought he should start), I confessed that, until not only a beginning 
had been made, but the case was closed, I could not understand the 
object of his mission. Lastly, that, anxiously as I had exerted myself 
to avert a rupture between France and China, if M.de Rochechouart 
were now to ask my opinion as to the course it behoved him to take, I 
should be obliged to say that I conceived he was justified in withdrawing 
his Legation. 

On the following day Mr. WapE wrote again to Lord 
GRANVILLE in these more impressive terms :— 

The question has come upon us: ought the foreign Legations to be 
withdrawn or not before the winter? And it may save your lordship 
an examination of the arguments for and against withdrawal if I state 
at once that I am entirely opposed to it: firstly, because I do not be- 
lieve the Legations are in real danger; secondly, because, admitting that 
there may have been more or less that is threatening in appearance, the 
damage to foreign interests, were all to withdraw, would be incalculable; 
thirdly, because I am persuaded that although all beside were to with- 
draw, some would remain; and in this case the loss of British prestige 
would be such as in years we should not retrieve. 

Your Lordship may wonder at my raising such an issue, and I am 
happy to say that, so far, none of my colieagues appear to contemplate 
the move as probable, unless it be M. de Rochechouart, whon, it is , 
true,an unsati-factory line of conduct pursued by the Chinese might 
drive to a rupture of diplomatic relations. But the foreign community 
in China profess, and the press loudly preaches, an opposite opinion., 

I will mention but one incident as a ground of confidence. A few 
days since the Senior Romish Missionary moved M.de Rochechouart to 
allow the Sisters of Charity here resident to leave Peking. M. de Ro- 
chechouart forwarded a translation of his application to the yamen, and 
the Ministers replied protesting against the suggestion. The Governe 
ment, they said, would be without an answer to France if any harm be- 
fell the Sisters. 

So, in the last week, when the American missionaries fled from Teng- 
chow, the Taoutai at Chefoo begged them at once to return to Tengchow. 

I will not say that our whole danger is imaginary; but 1 am con- 
vinced that we are threatened with none that we shall not most surely 
avert hy bearing ourselves as if nona wereto be apprehended. If, as it 
is asserted, a general movement is being organised against us, we have 
no evidence of it. Except in this province, the Romish “ Chrétientés’® 
have been undisturbed, and at none of the open ports, save at those 
where the forcign community has excited itself, has there been as yet 
any excitement. . 

I might add that some Protestant Chinese in a district about fifty 
miles from this were alarmed about the end of July, and that at the 
instance of the missionary to whom they complained I spoke to the 
yamen. The yvamen had instructions sent twice to the district, and EF 
learn that the result has been satisfactory. 

In the capital we have to ask ourselves but one question—Is the Go- 
vernment able and willing to protect us? All sinister rumours notwith- 
standing, I sincerely believe that it is. . 

On the 20th Sept. Mr. Wave addressed a circular to Her 
Masesty’s Consuls in China, enclosing a copy of a letter ad- 
dressed under instructions from the Foreign Secretary to 
the Hon. Mr. Krynarrp, M.P. :— 


The letter is a reply to a memorial presented by Mr. Kinnaird on 
behalf of the National Bible Society of Scotland. It decides two ques- 
tions of interest to the British community, but more especially to the 
missionary body .— 

lst. That, under the Treaty, the British missionary has no right of 
residence in China distinct from the right of any other British subject. 

2nd. That the right of British subjects to residence can be exercised 
only at the Treaty Ports, or in their immediate vicinity, 

On the 24th September the following collective note was 
addressed to Prince Kuna by the Representatives of Eug- 


land, Prussia, Russia, and the United States :— 

The Undersigned, Representatives of the United States of America, 
of Great Britain, of Prussia, and of Russia, have the honour to inform 
his Imperial Highness the Prince of Kung, that the Charge d' Affaires 
of France, as he gave notice yesterday to the members of the yamen, 
has brought about a meeting of the Undersigned, to inform them of 
the resolutions of the Chinese Government with respect to the Man- 
darins and other accused persons compromised in the massacres of 
Tientsin. 

The Undersigned think it their duty to inform his Imperial High- 
ness, without delay, that this decision, taken after a delay of three 
months, is in no way satisfactory, as much with a special view to the 
atrocities committed on the 21st of June as to that of the general safety, 
in which all the foreigners established in China are equally interested. |

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Meanwhile, Mr. Lay, who had written to Mr. WapE oD 
the 9th September, representing the critical condition of 
Tientsin, and requesting a small force for the protection of 
foreigners, received the following reply :— 

Peking, September 14, 1870. 
81R,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your despatches of the 
Oth instant. It must content you for the moment to koow that the 
bi to which they relate has been very constuntly before my mind, 
and is not considered with less carefulness by the representatives of 
other Powers. You will hear further in due time.—I am, &e.

Mr. Wave had now become anxious for the protection of 
British subjects at Tientsin, and had addressed a letter to 
the senior officer at Chefoo, which led to the followiug com- 
mounication from the Secretary to the Admiralty to Mr. 


HaMMOND :— 
Admiralty, Dec. 7, 1870. 

Srz,—With reference to yoar letter of yesterday's date, inclosing a 
copy of a despatch from Mr. Wade to Her Majesty's senior naval 
officer at Chefoo, in regard to the necessity of stationing a gunboat at 
Newchwang during the winter, I am commanied by my Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty to request you will call the attention of 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affuirs to the enclosed copies of 
letters from Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett, dated 14th of October, 
with reference to the state of affairs in China, and inform his Lordship 
that my Lords regret that Her Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires in China 
should have made such requisitions to the Vice- Admiral as have induced 
him, contrary to his own judgment, not only to detuch two gunboats to 
Tientsin, and a gunboat and marines to Newchwang for the winter, 
but to give orders (before the arrival of Her Majesty’s ship Juno with a 
force of marines) for men to be landed from Her Majesty’s ships at the 
other Treaty Ports to protect British subjects in the event of any 
threatened attack. 

2. My Lords desire me to enclose a memorandum of the disposition 
of the Chinese sqnadron. 

3. Earl Granville will observe from Sir Henry Kellett’s letter that 
the force at his disposal will not enable him to comply with the re- 
quests made for the presence of Her Majesty's ships at all the various 
Treaty Ports, whilat four vessels are at the northern ports, viz., two at 
Tientsin, one at Newchwang, and one at Chefoo. . 

4. My Lords are aware that the proccedings of Mr. Wade are at 
variance with the instructious given him by Eart Granville on the 6th 
of October last; they have only therefore to state, in addition to the 
observations contained in my letter of the 3rd inst., that they consider 
the efficiency of Her Majesty’s ships may be seriously impaired by the 
landing of their crews, and that, as in the case of the twelve marines 
sent to Newchwang, the force would appear to be much too small to offer 
a successful resistance to any pressure of a large number of drilled Chi- 
nese, whilst the adoption of such a course in a certain degree relieves 
the Chinese authorities from the responsibility of protecting British life 
and property.—I am, &c. (Signed) VERNON LusHINGTON. 


On the 6th October Mr. WanE wrote to Earl GraNnvILLE 
communicating certain information received from Mr. Sanprt, 


@ French merchant at Tientsin :— 

He has been told that the movement which proved so serious on the 
Qist of June was projected as early as the 4th; that it was to have 
been against all foreigners, the attack on the Romish establishments and 
French Consulate to come off, as it did, upon the 21st; a second to be 
amade upon the foreign Settlement (the British concession) a day or two 
later. All this, he understands, was formally arranged by the notables 
ata public meeting of the procecdings, at which a minute is stated to 
exist. M. Sandri, however, has not seen this minute. He thinks that 
the Tientsinese were deterred from the second attack partly because that 
on the French had gone 80 far beyond the length originally proposed ; 
for no blood was to have been shed ; partly becanse the residents showed 
themselves on the alert; partly because there was on the day selected 
a heavy fall of rain. ; 

He apprehends no danger to the foreign settlement during the winter 
if the gunboats remain; but he expects that the new Governor-Gencral's 
levies, some 5,000 odd troops of the tendencies common to all Chincse 
armies, will prove a sore trouble to the well-to-do inhabitants of Tientsin. 

On the 5th October an Imperial decree was published, condemning 
Chang Kuang-Tsao, prefect of the department of Tientsin, and Lin- 
Chieh, magistrate of the district-of Tientsin to “exile to Hei Lung 
Chiang, and that they be sent there to work in expiation of their offence, 
that their punishment may serve as a warning to others,” and sentenc- 
ing Feng Ch'uc h-zu and others, fifteen In all, to death, and Wang Wu, 
aicknamed Hsiao-chui, to transportation in the greater and lesser de- 
grees for being more or less guilty in the outbreak at Tientsin. 

On the 12th Mr. Wade had received some new informution concerning 
the Massacre from a Chinese, who told him the rising was purely a ques- 
tion of brigandage. The Hung-sing-tzu, an Alsatian fraternity of Tien- 
tsin, had not for a long time had an opportunity of filling their pockets, 
and had been meditating the possibility of an attack on the foreign set- 
tlements, The Prefect just condemned to exile arrived in spring. He 
was anti-foreign, and, without speaking, let these bullies see that he 
would not stand in their way. Their plans were laid by about the 13th 
of June, all the authorities being aware of what wus coming. Chung 
How was as well informed as the rest, and opposed to the rising; but 
he dared not speak or move, lest, if no worse, his own yamen should be 
destroyed. 

On the following day it devolved on Mr. Waps to transmit 
to Lord GranviLue the letter from Mr. Micure on behalf of 
the English community of Shanghai. On this occasion Mr. 


Wane wrote to the Foreign Secretary :— 
I think that they have exaggerated to themselves the chances of 
danger, and that they have misconceived the direction of the hostility of 
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which they enumerate a number of instances. It is true that “ within 
the last two years many outrages have been committed on Europeans ;™ 
but of all the attacks they quote there is not one that has not been 
aimed at a missionary establishment, nor, except at Tientsin, has vio-~ 
lence been attempted at any point where there is a foreign community 
residing. 

I shall not be suspected of yielding to fears of my own, any more than 
to a love of the popular force-policy, against which I am in the habit of 
protesting, if I udd that I agree with the Chamber as to the necessity of 
keeping it continually before the Chinese that we are both able and de- 
termined to resist aggression. Had there been a gun-boat, English or 
French, at Tientsin on the 21st of June, I doubt greatly that the atrocity 
of that day, be its motive what it may, would bave been perpetrated, 
T think it useful to the cause of peace that the men- of-war’screws should 
be occasionally paraded and exercised in the foreign settlements. Their 
action can still be carefully limited to the resistance of agyression. No 
one can be more opposed than .myself to consular wars, but I am satis- 
fled that in a country like this the display of our force, which need not 
be made with any appearance of menace, is our best safeguard against 
such incidents as produce international misunderstandings. 


Foreign Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrsrDaM, March 1. 

The Second Chamber of the States General was opened yesterday. 
In a very short speech it was stated by Mr. Thorbecke that the several 
budgets will be the principal item with which the members will 
deal, and that if after they are voted any time remains for discussions, 
neither the Reform question nor the University Bill will be brought 
forward, but only the measures to strenghten our military postition, the 
revival of our army organisation and conscription. Of course no new 
Bille were announced. It is said that the t India budget will be 
laid at once before the members. As! stated recently, the Minister 
of the Colonies wishes to maintain the re-organisation of the Govern- 
ment in the Preanger regencies, but he will propose that the w: 
for planting coffee should be fixed at f.10 and not at f.13. Besides 
this proposal, the principal item for discussion will be the appelny 
ment of a commission for reporting upon the construction of |railways 
in Java. The following gentlemen are appointed members of this 
commission :—J. A. Kool, N. A. Henket, J. P. de Bordes, A. J. van 
Fappen J. Mullemeister, F. J. H. 1. Baron d’Aulnis de Bourouil, and 
G. H. J. Elliot Boswel. 

The opinions of the several Chambers of trade upon the question of 
a revigal of the East India tariff show great want of unanimity. The 
suggestions given by the Groningen Chamber are most liberal, while 
those of the Dordrecht Chamber are wholly in favour of Protection 
and differential duties. The last-named corporation protest against 
any sudden abolition of Protection, and are of opinion that this ought 
to be done gradually. They also object that the minimum of the ac- 
tual tariff (10 per cent.) is much too high to be maintained. This 
last objection is, as I have before stated, also made by the Chamber in 
Twenthe, where the diversity on this capital question increases. There, 
however, seems to be no doubt that the free-trade principles of the 
Ministry will gain the victory, that the differential duties will be abo- 
lished, and foreign industry thus be placed in our colonies on the 
same footing as that of this country. 

There is a curious article in the Jana Bode of Jan. 4 with reference 
to the last Ministerial crisis. I call it curious—others say it is scan- 
dalous—because some really undeniable facts are brought forward in 
support of impossible arguments. The crisis—so I find it asserted— 
must be looked upon as the defeat of all political parties in Holland 
—the defeat of Conservatives as well as of Liberals. Then follows a 
darkly-coloured picture of the decay into which the whole ma- 
chinery of our political and national existence has fallen—in 
consequence of what? Holland having tried to become a con- 
stitutional country. Holland, Mr. Busken Huet says, may be 
compared toa poor young man at the university, who wishes to get 
along among wealthy comrades, and, wanting manners and means, is 
goon left behind, a wreck and beggar. Holland has attempted to jamp 
further than its legs could carry it ; and has succumbed in the attempt 
—or, to speak more plainly, its frame has been so shaken by the in- 
effectual effort that the slightest shock from the outside will cause 
the whole edifice to cramble to pieces. Now, so far as facta go, I can- 
not quite disagree with the writer. There is, I confess, a good deal to 
be reformed in almost every branch of our political life ; that life is far 
from vigorous. But, are we to attribute all this to the very remedy 
which has saved us from still greater decay—to our Constitution? 
Granted even, that we are a poor student; where are the wealthy com- 
rades? Granted that we jumped short of the mark; who among our 
neighbours jumped better? What, then, has our Constitution to do 
with the unsatisfactory state of our affairs? Nothing—but it kept us 
from retrograding, and has been the foundation upon which we trust 
to build a better future. Should we be happier and stronger, would 
our colonies be better—or rather not worse— governed, if we were & 
Republic, or if we had our liberties crushed under the heel of an 
abgolute monarchy? As to dangers from abroad —our strength must 
lay in the principle to give both our country and our colonies free har- 
bours, and to maintain in the broadest senge of the term liberal prin- 
ciples. 

There is a warm discussion in the papers about the project of the 
Government to sell our settlements on the west coast of Africa to 
England. This course is generally condemned, but nevertheless I am 
of opinion that the negotiations with England have gone too far to be 
stopped now.

PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Oar navigation was completely relieved of ice in the course of last 
week, and the intercourse by water with the interior, as well as with 
the Rhine and Belgium, has been restored for some days. Considerable 
activity consequently prevails in the shipping department, and our 
trade bas in all its branches resumed its wonted course. The main 
event in our Produce market has been the result of the Trading Com- 
pany’s Coffee sale, held last Wednesday, which went off generally at 
some advance over the brokers’ valuations ; the article, cousequently, 
is very firm; but Sugar has relapsed into a quieter position. Not much 
alteration is perceptible in the feature of other leading articles, but a 
material decline has resulted in those which have become superfluous 
from the reopeuing of navigation. 

Correz.—In accordance with the general anticipations, the Trading 
Company’s sale for this month, which took place at Amsterdam on the 
22nd ult., met with a large attendance of buyere, and the whole quan- 
tity put up was disposed of at advanced rates. Good ordinary pale 
Java realised 37c. to 37$c., and good ordinary greenish ditto 36c. to 
86\c., being a half cent above the brokers’ valuations, whilst an advance 
was paid ‘for the better sorts of 1c. to 2c.

The ‘steamer Don, reported lost of Amoy, left London for 
Shanghai on the 6th Dec. touching at Singapore and Hong 
Kong. She had on board a general cargo, reported in our issue 
of the 2nd Jan. She was owned by Donald Macgregor, of Leith, 
The Belted Wil, which is reported as having put into Batavia, 
leaky, left London on the 7th Dec. for Hong Kong, and her cargo 
was given in our issue of the 2nd Jan. 

Telegrams from Hong Kong report the meeting of the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank on Feb. 15. A dividend of 4 per cent. 
was declared for the half year, making 10 per cent. for the year. 
A balance of $280,000 was carried forward to new account. This 
is very oatisfactory considering the unprofitable nature of ex- 
change operations in the past year, and must be attributed to 
loca operations. 

We understand that Mr. Frederick Potter, Mining Engineer, 
who left by the last mail for Japan, has been engaged by the 
Netherlands India Trading Company, on behalf of their Agent 
in Nagasaki, to examine and report on the Takasima coal mine, 
which belongs to the estate of Messrs, Glover and Co., Japan, who 
failed last year. As these mines form the chief asset of the firm 
the creditors will be glad to know the result of Mr. Potter's in- 
vestigation. 

The Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company (Li- 
mited) held its seventh ordinary meeting on the 28th ult., when the 
report was adopted. The profit and loss account commences with 
a balance brought forward from last year of £8,523 4s. 6d., and 
exhibits a net profit of £192,003 11s. 9d., and leaves, after d- | 
ducting the interim dividend of 16s. per share, amounting to 
£29,880, an available balance of £170,646 17s. 3d., which was 
agreed to be divided as follows :—£44,820, being £1 4s. per 
per share in cash, and £112,050, being £3 per share represented 
by fully paid-up shares in submarine telegraph companies at par, 
making a total distribution of £186,750 .in cash and securities 
for the year, in addition to the £4 per share capital of above 
referred to, and leaving a balance of £13,776 17s. 3d. to be car- 
ried;forward to the next account. 

The gross traffic over the British Indian Extension Company's 
cable for the four weeks ending Feb. 25 amounted to £3,739. 

The Comptoir d’Escompte are now paying f.10 per share, being 
interest at 4 per cent. for the first half of the year 1870-71. 

The Albert Reconstruction Scheme came before Lord Justice 
James, and in the result the Lord Justice expressed his regret 
that, owing to legal difficulties, he was unable to give effect to 
it. At the same time he stated it to be pre-eminently a caso for 
special legislation, in order to stop the frightful costs of the pend- 
ing liquidation of the Albert and its associated companies in the 
Court of Chancery ; and it was mentioned by Sir Roundel] Palmer 
that of fifty-seven insurance companies in liquidation in Chancery, 
some of which had been undergoing that process for fifteen years, 
not one has yet been completely wound up. 

The biddings for £400,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£300,000, and to Bombay, £100,000. The minimum price was 
fixed at 1s. 10}d. on all the Presidencies, being an advance of 1 
per cent. on the previous terms, and tenders on Calcutta at 
1s. 104d. will receive about 80 per cent., and above in full, while 
on Bombay all at 1s. 103d. will receive in full. These results show 
a further increase in the demand for means of remittance to the 
East. 

The sales of Bar Silver and Mexican Dollars during the week 
have been made at adecline. Quotations are 60} to 583, with no 
demand for export to China. .
